{cives at our Expence and Impoveriſhment. 


But now *tis high time to awaken all the Vital Powers of State, and 
rouze the very Soul of Government from this {lothful Lethargic, to ſee 
the Dancer of our Condition, and provide tor a Remedy ; For if the 
Kingdom conſults either her Safety or Greatnels , the only means 
of acquiring thoſe Signal Bleſſings, 1s, by making her {elf Miltreſs of 
the Seas : That, once obtaurd (which with Submiſſion ) by theſe Me- 
thods humbly ofter'd, and effectually purſued , (by Divine Affiſtance 
may undoubtedly be accompliſhed) ſhe has a fair Aſſurance, (I

the horrour of much War, hazard of Mighty Armies, and Charge of 
Numerqus Garriſons) of gaining the Chiet Trade of the World, 
which wt above all Nations upon Earth, have at this time , not only 
the faireſt opportunity, but the greateſt Neceſſity of Endeavouring to 0h- 
tain. Forafnuch as the Strength or Weakneſs, Wealth or Poverty of 
this Kingdom wholly depends upon the Good or Ill Management of Fo- 
reign Trade, into which (as into a wide Wilderneſs) Thouſands arc En- 
ter?d, yet few or none (though of the largeſt Experience) are le to 
comprehend the valt Advantages thereby accruing to the Publick. For 
oftentimes the Merchant may get when the Publick looſes, and as tre- 
quently the Publick ruay get when the Merchant looſes ; both u hich 
ought to be Toyntly provided tor, ſince it 15 not Tult that either hold 
be prejudiced ; in regard the Publick muſt be taken care of, and thc 
Merchant is as it were the Steward of the Kingdoms Stock, which by 
his Good or Ill Management , proportionably eithe? Languiſhes or 
Increaſes. 

Therefore how highly is it the Indiſpenſable Concernment of the Go- 
vernment, to make it their utmoſt Care and Labour to Underſtand, pre- 
ſerve, and Improve this oxe thing neceſſary, which ſince Trade hath been 
known, hath never been rightly managed, and without which amend- 
ment we can never be happy : But if we gain the Aſcendant over her 
(who is now the Worlds moſt Celebrated and Courted Miltreſs) we 
{nall without undertaking much of the Toyls of A/ex:nder and the 
' C#ſars, make our ſelves in Eftect Maſters of the Four Quarters of the 
Earth, and all Ezgland become as one City of Trade, and the General 
Emporie of the World. 

Hereby the Nation will be abundantly Enriched , and Money being 
the very Life of War, and Sinews of all Publick Action, we ſhall be 
enabled to bring the World into a Dependant Awe, lend out our Super- 
fluities at what Profit we pleaſc, and alſo return the Richeſt Commoadi- 
ties of the Remoteſt Climates at our own Prices : The People will be 
Contented, and the Exchequer maintained in a Full Spring Tide, ready 
to encounter all Emergencyes ; ſo that it can't be within the reach of 
the Worlds United Power todo us prejudice. 

Neither will the Subject only, but His Majeſty alſo reap an Equal 
Advantage : It will render him a King ot Free and Able Men, which is 
far more Glorious than to be a King of Slaves, Beggars, and Baukrupts : 
And it is an undeniable Maxime in all States, That ?tis leſs dangerous 
and diſhonour for the Prince to be poor, than his People; Rich Subjects 
can make their King Rich when they pleaſe : If He gain their Hearts, 
He will quickly be Maſter of their Purſes. This would exceedingly 
raiſe our Reputation abroad, and enable His Majeſty to keep his Ene- 
mies in Fear, his SubjeCts in Peace, and his Confederates in Security. 

For, Since the Introduction of the New Artillery of Powder 
Gans, &c. and the Diſcovery of the Wealth of the Jaadtes, &«. 
War is become rather an Expence of Money than Men, and Suc- 
ceſs attends thoſe that can moſt and Jongeſt ſpend Money : 
Whence it is that Princes Armies in Europe are become more proportio- 
nable to their Parſes than to the Number of their People ; So that it un- 
controulably follows that a Foreign Trade Managed to the beſt Advan- 
tage, will make our Nation fo Strong and Rich, that we may Com- 
mand the Trade of the World, the Riches of it, and conſequently the

World it ſelf ; eſpecially now a dayes, ſince no Obligation cither of Re. 
ligion or Allegiance, ſo much prevails upon Military Men as the certain 
proſpe& of Reward, bcing chiefly Influenced by their Pay, as the Price 
of their B/ood, 

Neither will the perſuing theſe Propoſals, augment the Nations Hea/r/; 
and Power only, but that Wealth and Power will alſo preſerve our Trade 
and Religion, they mutually working for the preſervation of cach other, 
and vaſtly Increaſe Induſtrious People : And fince thoſe who live by the 
Arts, are far more in Number than they who are Maſters of the Fruits, 
we ought the rather to Maintain the Endeavours of the Multitude, in 
whom doth conliſt the greateſt Strength and Riches both of Ars, and 
Kingdom. | 7 

Where Traxe 1s, there will be Imployment : Where Imployment ts. 
thither People will refort : And where People reſort, there will be a Con- 
ſumption of Commodities , and thereby the Publick Revenue will be 
raiſed, ſo that would we once make Traae flouriſh. we need not doubt, 
but People from all parts of the G/ob-, would reſort hither to enjov them- 
ſelves, and Improve their Stocks : For Trade is the Life-Blcos that runs 
through the Veins of the Nation, that moves, maintains, and cnlivens 
the whole Body of the People from the meaneſt Cottage, to the Royal 
Throne ; So Bountiful 1s it, that it would extend it {elt to all Sorts, and 
Conditions of Men. 

And though moſt Nations are ſeniible of this great Benefit (particu- 
larly the Dutch and French) who owe their Strength and Greatneis to 
the Favour of Traae, yet neither of them arc able to compare with us, 
either in Quantitics of Native Commodities, Manufactures, and Arrtitts, 
or of Neighbourhood to the Sea, Convenient Ports, Goodneſs of Skip- 
ping, great Numbers of Rich Merchants, and Tradeſmen (who have 
boron others a Natural Genizs of Underſtanding the Miſtery of Trade,) 
Able Marriners, Proviſion of ViQtuals, &c. All which happily concur 
in our Dominions (divided from all the World betides by a Wall of Wa- 
ter) as if God and Nature had deſigned this I/faxd tor the Grand May- 
ket of the Untverſe, | 

Not enly the Increaſe of Seamen, and Shipping (thoſe Balwarks of 
the Brittifþ Empire,) the Incouragement of Manutactories, but the In- 
creaſe of Induſtrious Inhabitants, (which it duely Imploy'd can never 
bc roo many, their Multitudes being always the Original Riches, as 
well as Strength of this Nation) and the raiſing the Value of Land, and 
Improving of Rents, the Products of good Husbardry, and in fine, all 
the Happyneſs and Glory of Ez2/azd depends upon the Encouragement 
and good Management of Trace ; which for want thereof (being out- 
done by our Neighbours) 1s ſo far declined, that it now cries aloud for 
all the Art. and Induſtry of the Government to Regain and Preſerve her 
lrom utter Ruine : For except the Breaches made 1n her , are timely 
Repair'd, the Nation muſt unavoidably fink into Chaos, and Con- 
tution, 

Wherefore fince Schools, Untverſities, Inns of Court and Colleages have 
Leen Erected for the Advancement of Arts and Learning with Regula- 
tions and Inſpeitors for the better Government of their {ſeveral Facul- 
ties, which are out of all Compariſon with the Fruits of a duely regu- 
lated Trade, by which they are all maintain'd : And withal contidering 
that this Great Laay (aftecting Freedom and Security hath no Inclina- 
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rio0n to continue under the Arbitrary Power of ſome Prizces, nor the 
uncertain Fate of others ; with whom ſhe hath reſided only as a Sojour- 
nour) (notwithſtanding ſhe hath been very highly careſs'd and em- 
brac'd by them } 15 ready to cſpoulſe both our Intereſt and Nation, and 
with her {elf bring in Dowry the Treaſures of the World, if we would 
t11t vouchſafe to give her a ſpeedy and kind Entertainment ; being very 
icnfible of the great Advantage we give her . not only by our Free En- 
joyment of Civil Rights, and Properties, but by knocking off the 
Shackles upon Conſcience, the Continuance of which {o long Depopu- 
Yitcd this Nation , both by diſcouraging Ingemous Perſons from Repair- 
ins hither, and by forcing thoſc of our own Countrey to ſcek Freedom 
clizcwhere, and Cramping tlic Induſtry of others that remain by rendring 
them a prey to cach other : Which deadly Wound did not end here, 
but Debauchery and Lrophaneneſs were encreas'd to ſuch Degree, that 
the Nation was diſſolved in Luxury, and Intemperance, whilſt the 
Fri had the Wit to take the Advantage of our Neglgence , by En- 
couracing Induſtry and Commerce (which all the while we were La- 
Þ2urins to overthrow and undervaluc,) By which means chiefly he 
is become fo troubleſome to us, and ſo dreadtul to ſome of our 
Netghbours. 

How abſolutely neccſlary 15 it then that all poſſible endeavours be 
made (as the Examples of our Neighbours Succelstul Induſtry, and our 
own Sloth and negleQ& ſufficiently warn us) to ſtudy the ableſt Means 
and Methods for Improvement of Trade , to be conſidered and diſcuſſed 
by proper Judges of the Cale , (Viz. a Select Society or Committee of 
{raders accordingly SkilPd and Experienced :) By which means we 
ſhould ſoon feel the warm Beams thereof cxtending their Bountiful In- 
fluence over the whole Kingdom. | 

Upon the Fitneſs of Perions choſen depends the Good or 1} Succeſs 
o© this Great Deſign, For, the Arts-Man 1s ever the beſt Counccllour 
in his own Profeſſion, and every Honelit Able Man 1s fateit to be Credi- 
icd in the better Improvement of the Miltery he proteffes. It the bu- 
ſincl of Salvation be in Debate, we apply our ſelves to ſome profeſſing 
the Miniſtry ; If the Diſpute be concerning the 771 to an Eſtate, we 
dclire the Judgment of a Lawyer : Tf Sick, we Conſult a Phyſitian ; So 
when the Trade of a Nation 1s to be Secured or Advanced, the Mey- 
chants and Traaeſmans Advice 1s queltionlels beſt able to accompliſh the 
ſame : For Ict any Versd in 77ade bur refiect, how many Interfering 
Accidents belong to that Miſtery , and how many various Shapes every 
Branch of it hath taken before it arriv'd to PerteCtion ; ard they will 
conclude it impoſſible tor Noblemen and Gentlemen not Educated in 
trade, ever to Arrive at a perfect Underitanding of the Matters in 
Queſtion ; for want of which their Judgments are Abus'd by Clamour, 
Importunity, Prejudice, Partiality, or ſome other prevailing Bias ; and 
{eldom or never if the Matter be of Importance enough to require De- 
bating, come to a right Decifion ; to the maniteſt Abuſe of rhe People, 
Dammage of the Nation, and Diſparagement of that Conncil or Com- 
mitiee, | 

I heretore that the Predominancy of that many beaged-IMonſter Pri- 
vate Jtereſt, that hath ſpun ſo tine a Thread, and twitted it ſelf in- 
ro fo many Diſguiſes, may not infinuate any Prejudice againſt this 
iropofal ; 1 his Eftablithment will be no wayes an Intringement of Royz! 
Prerogativo, nor any Intrenchment upon the Priviicilges, or Invaſion 

of 
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of the Province of our High Court of Parliament. On the contrary, it 
will be an uſeful Aſſiſtance and Eaſe to both,more eſpecially to that great 
Council, neceſſarily Subminiſtring to them, in the due Inſpection and 
Inquiry into Matters, and Things, which cannot fo fully fall under 
their Cognizance and Examination, and accordingly be more Reputa- 
bly and Commodioully handed up to them for their Approbation : 
Their Doors and Ears being always open to the Pooreſt Perſon, that ſhal! 
offer any thing of Publick Advantage. 

This Committee muſt be Capable of opening a yet much fairer Light; 
and Inſight into Trade, (with Submiſſion) even to the Wiſdom of Par- 
liam nts themſelves ; who may thereby be the better enabled to Redreſs 
all-thoſe Male-Adminiſtrations, and non-Improvements of Trade, which 
through the difficulty of Acceſs, and the wiultiplicity of their other 
Afﬀairs and Fatigues, cannot fo eaſily fall under a ſufficient Par/ramenta- 
ry Inquiry. 

It is an Infallible Truth that we cannot long continue as we are; And 
that we can never Mel:orate but by this, or ſuch like Method as here 
propoſed : Without ſome ſuch Helps and Succours as may be drawn 
from hence, we muſt go from one Diſtraction to another, till we come 
to be utterly deſtroyed. So that if the Earneſt Expectations of the Peo- 
ple be diſappointed, by making uſe of Unſuitable Expedients , the Sh:p 
of this Common-Wealth (which by Embracing the Propoſed Methods 
may be ina fair way of entring into a Safe Harbour) on the contrary will 
be driven to Sea again in a Storm, and mult expect another favourable 
Wind to fave it, and God knows whether ever that may come. For 
the Poize and Ballance of Afairs is not now as iri former Ages. The 
Bulk of Fraxce 1s grown too unweildy for the reſt of the World; And 
we have (morally ſpeaking) no hopes of Redemption, from being 
Cruſh'd by her, it any yet greater Weight be added to her Scale. 
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Tt is humbly p29pos?d that an Order be Iſſued forth to the Sheriffs of 
each County, Commanding them to give Notice to the ſeveral Mer- 
chants and Traders (as hereafter mentioned) to meet at a certain time to 
chuſe Annually Repreſentatives, By a Ballating Box,according as the afore 
{1:d Order thall Direct, To fit at the Guil/d-Hall,or lome Convenient Place 
in Loxdoz, as a Committee fully Authoriz*d and Impower®d to Inquire 
and Examine into all Matters Relating to 'Traae. |

> Fis true indeed, that Peace 15 the greateſt of National Felicitics, and 
ought to be our molt delirable Bleſſing, eſpecially if we look back to that 
Efuſion of Blood and Expence of Treaſure has already been made. 
And therefore to {ound the Trumpet for the Encouragement of War 
mult be ſomewhat ungratetul in our Ears. However, when thoſe T'wo 
molt l'otent Motives, Hozonr and Intereſt lay that unavoidable neceſfity 
upon us, That ?tis impoſſible we can Sheath our Swords with any thing 
leſs than giving up our Necks to a moſt certain Slavery, Jar and only 
War is our Common Security, Peace made up with an Enemy, whoſe 
Power 1s too ſtrong, and his Fidelity too weak, is only a Cobweb- 
Lawn to break through at plcature, and a Reconciliation 6f Friendſhip 
with ſuch a Prince, is the only mcans to Impower him to be a more 
dangerous, becauſe then a more Surprizing Enemy. Should Frazce in her 
preſent lieighth of Greatnels give a Cellation to her Hoſtility, as undoub- 
tedly her Circumſtances as tormidable as now they are, would gladly 
Embrace, and poſſibly her felt make the firtt Court for a Yeace, how 
Inglorious a one to us I will not determine) tis certain She can never 
givea Ceſſation to her Ambition : And ris as certain that War is only 
Rak*d up, not Quenchd , when the Coals of Ambition are 1till Glow- 
ing, that at any Convenient Rupture may ſet it freſh a Blazing: To 
tlraat Aſþ:rcr that ſo viſibly aims at Univerial Monarchy, Univerſal Peace 
can be no more than Diſguiſe and Stratagem. The Snake in the Graſs 
is but too notoriouſly to be ſuſpected under ſo falle, how ſeemingly fair 
Bed of Flowers. In ſhorr, in any preſent Accommodation with Fraxce: 
her holding her hand will be no other than to take Breath to enable her 
to make a ſtronger Blow. 

'Fhcſe Unanſwerable Truths conſidered, all Thoughts of preſent Peace 
with Frazce carry that pernicious Face,that the Conſequences mult be ta- 
tal For any ſuch Peace will be more grievous than a State of War. For 
our Neceſſary and Continual Watchtulneſs and Caution under ſuch a 
i care would nut us to ſuch a Charge, ſuch a Lingring and Continued 
P>xpence, that muſt be Infinitely more Frightful than the whole Load of 
1i:orous and Puſhicg War. ?Tis true, we may Platter our ſelves 
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with fort hope of Reſt, but then we muſt fleep 10 Armour, 1 we 
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think-to- wake fate 
Ti. far appears the Viſible Neceſſity of Continuing the War with 
F-41:c2, 1% tO our Safety. Now let us con{ider the Motives for Conti- 
ning that War, as to our Profit and Advantages we ſhall receive trom 
it. Ui were poſſible a preſent Peace could be made with Frauce, even 
without the foremention'd Frights and Hazards, That Safety and Secu- 
iv 0151 145 hemm us round, that that Turbulent Monarcy ſhould give us 
nC 
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no Terrours nor Alarms ; and conſequently give us ſome ſmall Retrench- 
ment of our Cautionary Charge and Expence, yet what will be the Iſſue 
of this Peace? Firſt, We reſtore him the Free Trade with England; 
In which Frazce receives Immenſe Sums per Annmum of our Money more 
and above our Commerce in Goods Exchang'd with them. Next it will 
reſtore him all that free Commerce again with the reſt of the World, 
which during the War, has been ſo conſiderably CurtaiPd, to the Intire 
Eaje of all his now groaning Subjects, to the heartning his Tird and 
Fatigu'd Armies, and to the full Repleniſhing of his own (at preſent Ex- 
hauffed ) Treaſures : and if at this Ebb of his Exchequer, with all thoſe 
Encumbrances, he is able to ſtand againſt the United Forces of Chriſten, 
dom ; What will ſeveral Recruiting Years of Peace add to his Power ? 
but the rendring him ſo much yet ſtronger, as to ſtart out again into 
ſome new War, and pour that Torrent apo us, (when leaſt ſuſpetted, 
and when we are leaſt provided) which all Exrope may not be able to 
ſtemm , And what then follows , Ler our moſt dreadtul Apprehenfions 
imagine. 

Now under our preſent indiſpenſible Neceſſity of War, the Publick 
Benefits and Great End of this Committee of 77ade will be this, That 
beſides the Impoveriſhing, and conſequently weakning of Fraxce , by 
Their care of Securing our Navigation from the Frexch Rapinc, &s 
They will liRewiſe be able ſo far to Improve our preſent Tradc, That 
our Additional Advantages thereby Gain'd to the Nation, ſhall more 
than pay for the War to the Eaſing of the greateſt part of our Burthen, 
and thereby the Chearing our Cauſe, and Edging our Swords, whilſt 
Enzland has moreover this further Priviledge above the reſt of the Co;- 
federacy, that whilſt the War is within their Bowels, we have the Hap- 
pyneſs of ſeeing it removed from our Doors. Our Purſes only feel the 
Pain of it, and this Remedy is the only Means to Cure that Pain ; to- 
gether with many Unvaluable Helps this Committee will be able to 
{ſupply the Government withal. | 

Were it not too U3ngrateful a Theme (for what is more diſtaſtful 
than the Remembrance of paſt Glories, and the Upbraidings of preſent 
ſhame?) The bare RecolleCtion of our former Honour,and the Refletion 
on our preſent Remiſsneſs, would be {ufficient to awake our Drowſie Le- 
thargy, and Exalt the Erxgliſh Genizs into the Noble Sphear of Anticnt 
Grandure. Can we pretend to have Ezgliſh Blood in our Veins, and 
ſuffer the Inſulting Moxſteur to Raviſh our Darling I{:treſs under our 
very Noſes| To Commit a Rape upon our Trade in our own Channel , 
and on our own Coaſt ? Have our Fore-fathers with Expence of 
their blood and almoſt inſupportable Toyl paſt through an Ocean of 
hazards to Eſtabliſh our Title, and Aﬀert the Ezeliſb right to the Seas, 
to extend. our Trade and Commerce beyond our Plantations, and joyn'd 
the moſt diſtant parts of the World in a Correſpondence with us ? 
Have they done thus much for us and ſhall we diſparage their Labours 
and Reproachour ſelves by a Stupid and Supine negligence ? Have 
we not formerly been the Envy, as well as Terror of our Neighbours ? 
elſe why have they of late ſo induſtrioully Labour'd to bereave us of 
our peculiar Advantage, Trade, except they believ*d their Intereſt to 
Conliſt in our Loſs, and that the Acquiſition of ſo Rich a Prize alone, 
would 1n reality place them as much above us,as we heretofore Eſteen'd 
them beneath our ſelves? Is a Fewe/ of {uch Eſtimation not worth 
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the looking aſter, whoſe Beauty has Engaged the Hearts and Eycs of 
all that ever ſaw it ? Whoſe ſingle Value is of that Importance, That 
whoſoever poſſeſies it, has laid the Foundation of a Laſting and Con- 

tinued Greatnels ? et: 

Let us Reflect now among, our ſelves, how much it would redound 
to our Diſhonour, to bc blind in thoſe Matters wherem our Anceſtor: 
have ever had the Glory of irudence and Foreſight. Jofinire is the Re- 
putation this Little {land hath formerly atchiev'd abroad, upon as mas. 
ny {.veral Accounts as ſhe has had occaſion to Employ her Shes in 
Foreign Actions. But the Great Knowledge and - uceeft of her Inhahi- 
tants in the Miſtery of Trage hath fet her {0 mucli upon che rifine 
Ground, and from that Eminence preſentcd her with {> cnarm'n a 7 ; 
that they who neglected Courting her, were at the ſims time in Re 
venge upon themſelves compelPd ro cavy her. And can wo now th Fe; 
{uch a Beanty to be Raviſhed; Such a Glory to be Sullvieci, by rho Von 


olorious _ of that very Nation, that hath ſo often werden ny che 
{ound of Exeli Arms, and mutt of neceſſity (had they nor thr ite) all 


pretence to Juſtice) own their paſt and furure Succeis ali to our 
Careleſnefs and Imprudence ! 

Let us therefore acquit our ſelves like Men, and Convince the Doui:t- 
ful World that the Exeliſh Lyoz 1s awake, and that our Counciis at 
home, and our Armies abroad are able {till to make good the Reputa- 
tion of our Records. The ſole Settlement of Trade would in Eflect do 
our buſineſs ; The Eſtabliſhment of That is an inexhauſted Spring of 
tlzppyneis. It would make War it {elf more Elegible and Eafic than a 
1{honourable and Conſtrained Peace. The General Inconveniencies 
of it would hardly be felt, and that which to others 1s an Impoveriſh- 
ment ani] Calamity, wonld to us be an Augmentation of Riches and 
Security. Nor would our Souldiers then ve lefs terrible in the Field , 
han our Merchants thrivingly Glorious in the City : The one Depends 
on the other, and if the latter be ſubſtantially maintain'd, the former 
can never fail of Succels. Eſpecially at this time, when they have the 
beſt Cauſe upon Earth to fight for, and the Molt Gallant and Skilful 
(;ezeral Living to Head. and Command them. For as the Cale ſtands 
now, there are but two wayes, /:&ory or Slavery, We mult either 
make the Freach ftoop to us, or be forced to ſubmit to them. Whatever 
the Confederates may obtain from them, when they {ee their Opportuni- 
ty, I don't know, but this T am ſure of, There remains no Terms of 
eace for us, but what would fix an Everlaſting Inftamy upon the Ez- 
gliſh Name. In ſhort, the Greatnels of Exelaad and France is incom- 
patible. If they riſc, we mult fall ; and the Richer they Grow, the 
Poorer we ſhall be. Their Glory will be Erected on our Ruine, and 
their Honour founded on our Shame. 

Let us Aſſume then a Noble Reſolution, like that of the O!d Romans 
againlt Carthage, who reſolv*d never to lay down their Swords till they 
had Humbled that City, till they had left her never a Fort at Land, nor 
Ship at Sea, Why ſtand we ſtill then, are the Freach more Couragious 
than the Carthagiarans, or their Gezerals more Invincible than Hapiball * 
Have we not a Royal Scipio at Land, and an Admiral at Sea who have 
given unan{werable Proof that the French may bc beaten, I world not 
be thought a Boztefeu and Incendiary, by perlwading to continue the 
War, Did I not from my Soul believe, that the Embracing the Methos 

hers 
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here propoled would abundantly Enable the Government to ſupport the 
Charge of it, and that a Veace atthis time, would Introduce tar grea- 
ter and more certain Calamities. For if the Frexch Kzzg , either by 
Force or Fraud { for he's for any Game rather than be Idle) Extends 
Ii:s Conquelts through the Copfederacy, we can expect no other favour 
but to be the laſt Devour'd, or Bafely Impos'd upon. Let us therefore 
purſue our Reſolutions, and take the Advantages that are now put into 
our hands. We may if we pleaſe make the War it ſelf Subminiſter to 
Trade, and be a Means of Enlarging Onrs, whilſt at the ſame time we 
beat the I'rezch out of Theirs, Belides, Can we boaſt of any thing we 
ever got by a Peace with Frapce? ?Tis to be Attributed to our Improvi- 
dence alone, they have got ſo much by the War; Had we prevented 
their taking our Merchant Men, Fraxce had been Beggar'd betore now, 
and War had ended. They have ſupported themſelves at our Expence : 
Had we bcen more Careful, they had been lels Powertul, The very 
Slips he hath taken from us hath ſerved to Equip his Royal Navy , and 
fo much Encouraged his Frivatecrs, that they are become the Nurſery 
of all his Seamen, without which he had never been able to ſend lus 
Fleet to Sea, Nay, ſo hanghty 1s he grown by theſe Succeſles, that he 
hath often threatned to Land an Army upon us, and Invade us with our 
own Ships. In ſhort, our Lofſes maintain a very great Charge of his War: 
For if thoſe Merchandizes he hath taken from us, as Sagars, 't obacco, &c. 
had been ſent to Holland and Hamburzh , "The Product thereof would 
more than have paid our Army in Flanders. So that it theſe Miſcarria- 
ecs are provided again{t for the future, It 1s impoſſible but that War mutt 
be more Bencficial to us than Peace : Sceing 1t 15 beyond Contradiction 
evident that vur Commerce There, 15 as Miſchicvous to us, as Advanta- 
ious to them : Whether we reſpect the Open or Clandeſtine Traffick. 
Firit in the Quantity, by the valt over-Ballance of their Commoditics, 
and next in the Quality, Thoſe which hey receive from us, being alto- 
gether Neceſſary and Ulceiul tor them whilſt we Import nothing thence ; 
but what we had better be without, and ſuch, which it our Vanity did 
not conſume for them, mult in Effect periſh on their hands to the Tafi- 
nite prejudice of that King and People. 


But if there be a Neceſſity that our Luxury mult be indulged, there 
is nothing to that purpoſe that Fraxce could attord, which the Induſtry 
of our Friends and Copfederates cannot ſupply us withal : Having of late 
in their ſeveral Countreys {et up the ſame Manufactories ; which if the 
War continues, will be fo Eſtabliſhed, that neither we nor they ſhall 
ever ſtand in need of being beholden 70 Fraxce for them again, to the 
Utter and Irreperable Damage of that A7zgdom. And thereby we ſhall 
vent greater Quantities of our own Commodities in return for what we 
receive from them: Whilſt our Trade with France did nothing but furniſh 
us with Trifles in Lieu of thoſe valt Sums of Sterling they have drawn 
from us. And though we ſhall in a great Meaſure Enrich ſeveral of our 
Confederate Neighbours, as well as Advantage our ſelves, yet it will ne- 
ver put them into ſuch a condition of doing us hurt, as our Trade with 
France hath done. 
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L.ct us then embrace the offer*d occaſion, which by Improving out 
Trade, and Enriching the Nation, will aftord us freſh , and almoſt cer- 
tain hopes of Victory, under the Conduct of a Dariag and Couragionus 
King, who ſeems to be a Bleſſing from Heaven beſtow'd upon us to re- 
advance the Exgliſþ Spirit, which the Luxury and Effeminacy « f the 
Late Reigns had Stifled and Debauched, and not ſuffer our ſelves to Slum- 
ber in a Dangerous Indifterence, till Invincible Miſchiefs awake us, to ſee 
our Neighbours Subdu'd, our Trade Expir'd, and a Triumphant Enemy at 
our Doors. And then I doubt not but that ſince the Safeties both ot Us 
and our Allies are floating in one Common Bottom, and Fortifi'd by 
Mutual Intereſts, our Joynr Deſigns being vigorouſly puſh'd on, the 
Ballance of Chri/texdom, will ſoon be reduc'd to 1t's proper Standard and

Vetther wil! the perſuing theft Propoſals, augment the Nations H 22/7 
and Porer only, but that PVea/th and Power will allo preſerve our 7r::de 
and Ro4eion, they mutuaily working for the preſervation of each  0- 
ther, and vaſtly increaſe Induſtrious People : And fince thoſe who live 
by the Arts, ar? far more in Number than they who are Maſters of the 
Fruits, we ought the rather to Maintain the Endeavours of the Mulrti- 
rude, in whom deth conſiſt the greateſt Strength and Riches both of 
Ling and Kingdom. 

V.here 77a 1s, there will be Imployment : Where Imployment is, 
thither People will retort: And where People rcfort, there will be a 
C:nfumption of Commodities, and thereby the Publick Revenue will 
be raiſed, ſo thac would we once make Trade flouriſh, we need not 
doubt, bur People from all parrs of the Globe, would reſort hither to 
enjoy themielves, aad Improve their Stocks : For Trade is the Lit: - 
Bivod thar runs through the Veins of the Nation, that moves, rain- 
rains, and cnlivens the whole Boly of the People from the meaneſt 
Cottape, to the Roya! Throne; So Bountiful is ir, that it woukl extent 
it tcifro all Sorts, and Conditions of Men. | 

And though moſt Nations are tenſible of this great Bencfr (parti- 
culariy the Datch and Frezch) who owe their Streagrh and Greatneſs 
to the Favour of Trade, yer neither of them are able to compare with 
us, cither in Quantities of Native Commedities, ManufaQures, and 
Artiſts, or of Neishbourhood to the Se2, Convenient Pots, Good- 
nels of Shipping, great Numbers of Rich Virrchants, and Tradeſmen 
( who have beyond others a Natural G24; of Underſlan.liong the Mi- 
ftery of Trae, ) Able Mariners, Proviſion of Vitals, G:. All which 
happily concur in our Dominions ( divide fom all the World beſides 
by a 1/7 of Water) as if Godand Nazure kad deſigncd tis 7d for 
the Gran«! /arket of the Ui ; 

Nor only the Increaſe of Seamen, and Shipping { thoſe Bu/warks of 


the Brittifh Empire, ) the Inconragement of ManufaRories, bur the 


Increa'e of !puftrions Inhabitants, { which if duely Imploy'd can ne- 
icr be 20 many, their ?lukimndes being always the Original Riches, 
as well a5 Strength of this Nation ) and tne raifing the Value of Land, 
aud Improving of Rents, the Products of good Husbaniry, and in 
fizz, ail che Happinels and Glory of E:/azd depenis upon the En- 
coungement and good Management of 7rade; which for want thereof 
(d.inz outdone by our Neighbours) is fo far declined, that it now 
cries aloud for all the Art and Induſtry of the Goverament to Regain © 
and Preterve her from utter Ruine: For except the Breaches made in 
her, are ſpeedily Repair'd, the Nation mult unavcidably ſink into 
C/.;-, and Confulton. 
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Wherefore ſince Schools, Uuniverſities, Inns of Court and Colledges 
haye been Erected for the Advancement of Arts and Learning with Re- 
elatiens and Taſpedors for the better Government of their ſeveral Facul- 
ties, Which are out of all Compariſon with the Fruits of a duely regu- 
lated Trade, by which they arc all maintain'd: And withall conſider- 
ing that this Great Lady ( affefting Freedom and Security hath no In- 
clination to continue under the .{rbitraury Power of France, nor the 
uncertain Fate of 770//1zd ; with whom the hath reſided only as a So- 
journour ) {notwithſtanding ſhe hath been very highly carels'd and 
embrac'a by them ) is ready to eſpoule both our Intereſt and Nation, 
and with her 1clf bring in Dowry the Treaſures of the World, if we 
would but youchſafe to give her a ſpeedy and kind Entertainment ; 
being very ſenſible of the great Advantage we give her, not only- by 
our Free Enjoyment of Civil Rights, and Properties, but by knocking 
oit the Shackies upon Conſcience, the Continuance of which ſo long 
Depopulated rhis Nation, both by ditcoumraging Ingenious Pertons 
from Reparing hither, and by forcing thoſe of our own Country to 
ſeek Freedom clfev, here, and cramping the Induſtry of others thar re- 
main, by rencring them a prey to eacn other : Which deadly Wound 
did not end hece, but D-bauchery and Prophancnels were increas'd *to 
ſuch a Degree, that the Nation was diflolved in Luxury, and Intempe- 
rance, whilſt the Frezrch had the Wit to cake the Advantage of our 
Negligence, by Encouraging Induſtry and Commerce ( which all the 
white we were Labouring to overthrow and undervaiue, ) By which 
means chiefly he is become fo troublelome to us, and io dreadful to 
ſome of our Neighbours. | 

How abivlutely neceſſary is ir then thar all poſſible endeavours be 
male ( «$ the Examples of our Neighbours Succeſsful Induſtry, and 
our own Sloth and neglect ſufficiently warn us ) to ſtudy the ableſ} 
Means and Methods for Improvement of 7rade, to be confidered and 
diſcuites by proper Judges of the Caſe, (viz. a Select Society or Com-: 
1intce of Traders accordingly Skilld and Experienced: ) By which 
neans we ſhould foon feel the warm Beams thereof cxteading rheir 
Bountiful Influence over the whole Kingdom. 

Upon the Firncis of Pcrions choſen Gepends the Good or I]] Succeſs 
of this Great Deſign. For, the Arts-Mian is cvcr the beſt Councellour 
in his own Profett:on, and every Honeil Able Mani; fateſt ro he Credi- 
red in the better Improvement of the Mittery he profeſies. If the bu- 
tint; of Saivation be in in Debate, we apply our ſelves to ſome pro- 
Fulling the 3772i//ry > Tf the Difpute be concerning the 77z/e to an Eſtate, 
ve celirc the Judzment of a Luryer : If Sick, we Conſult a Phyjit/ap - 
Co when the Trae of a Nation is tobe Securced'or Adyanced, the. {er - 
ears and Tridefirans Advice iS Guoſlicnlets beft able ro accompitth the 
inmu: For let any Vers'd in 7rade but refiect, how many Interfering 
Actions bling to that Miſtery, and how many various Shapes cve- 
ry Branch of it hath taken beterc 1t arriv'd to Perfection ; and they 
vl conclude it mpolhible for Nobiemen and Gentiemen not Educated

Therefore that the Predominancy of that many headed-NMcnyſter Pri- 
yate /»tere/t, that hath ſpun ſo fine a Thread, and twiſted it ſelf into 
ſo many Diſguiſes, may not infmuate any Prejudice againſt this Pro- 
pofal: This Eſtabliſhment will be no ways an Infringement of Royal 
P:-rogative, nor any Intrenchment upon the Priviiedges, or Invaſion 
of the Province of our /1gh Corrt of Parliament. On the contrary, it 
will be an uſeful Aſſiſtance and Eaſe to both, more eſpecially ro rhat 
Council, neceſlarily Subminiſtring to them, 1n the due Inſpection and 
Inquiry into Matters, and Things, which cannot fo fully fall under 
their Cognizance and Examination, and accordingly be more Reputa- 
bly and Commodiouſly handed up to them for their Approbation : 
Th-ir Doors and Ears being always open to the pooreſt Pettor, thar 
{hail offzr any thing of publick Advantage. 

his Commitre muſt be Capable of opening a yet much fairer Light, 
and Inſight into Trade, (with Submiſtion ) even to the Wiſdom of Par- 
lireats themielyes; who may thereby be the better enabled to Re- 
drel= all thoſe Male-Adminiftrations, and Non-improvements of 7rade, 
which through the difficulty of Acceſs, and the Mulrtiplicity of their 
ptlicr Aﬀair and Farigties, cannot ſo eaſily fall under a ſufficient Par- 
Llattciil ary Inquiry. 

Ic is an Infallible Truth that we cannot long continue as we arte ; 
And that we can never e/zorate but by this, or ſuch like Method as 
here propoſed : Without ſome ſuch Helps and Succours as may be 
drawn from hence, we muſt go from one Diſtraftion to another, till 
we come to be utterly deſtroyed. So that if che Earneſt ExpeQations 
of the People b2 diſappointed, by making uſe of Unſuitable Expedients, 
the <//p of this Common-Wealth ( which by Embracing the propoſed 
Methods may bc in a fair way of entring into a Safe Harbour ) on the 
contrary will be driven to Sca again in a Storm, ang muſt expect ano- 
ther iavourable Wind to fave it, and God knows whether eyer that may 
come. For the Poize and Ballance of Afﬀairs is not now as in for- 
mer Ages. The Bulk of France is grown too unweildy for the reſt 
of the World ; and we have ( morally ipeaking) no hopes of Redemp- 
tion, from being enſlay'd by her, if any yet greater Weight be added 


to hcr Scale. 


Jt is humbly pzopoſed. Thar the Par/iament make an Act to com- 
mand the Sheriffs of London, to give Notice to the feveral Merchan- 
dizers ( hereafter mentioned ) to meer at a certain time to-chuſe 4nnu- 
ally Repreſentatives, by a Ballating Box, to fit at Guildhall in London, 
as a Committee fully Authoriz'd and Impower'd to Enquire and Exa- 
mine into all Matters relating to Trade, _ neg EE 

The Reaſons for Chuſing theſe Repreſentatives þy a Ba/lating Box 
appear : Firſt, In that it is humbly conceived rhat the Parliament are 
not, nor car be ſo proper Judges of the Abilities of Perſons fit to ſerve 
in this Commiſſion as Traders, moſt of the Members of that Honour- 
ble Body being ſuch, whoſe Occaſions neyer led rhem into any deep 
and intimate Acquaintance with Afﬀairs of this Nature. 

| Belides, ſhou'd they be otherways choſen, it might create a Jealou- - 
fy that rhey were not a free onal but under the nance, fo 
ar 
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that Power that choſe them, which wou'd diſcourage many Perſons 
from making thoſe Dilſcoyerics, which they would otherwilc do. 

And it wou'd be of unſpcakable SatisfaCtion to Inferior 7r.ders, and 
indced to the whole Pcople in general, to have the chicf DircAion -of 
their Concerns, nay the very Means of their Livelihood, co:mmirted 
to the Aſſiſtance of ſuch Perſons whom they themſelves have appro- 
ved of, and of whoſe Integrity and Sufficicncy they are fully conyinced.

Innumerable and almoſt Infinite are the Benefits which both King and 
People will reap from ſuch a Committee : And this Propoſer is ready to 
Imparrt to the ſaid Committee ſeveral Propoſals of Conſiderable im- 
portance, whereby he doubts not but they will be Enabled to Accom- 
plith all the great Deſigns here mention'd, roo Voluminous for him par- 
ticularly to inſert, or indecd to make Intelligible without mature De- 
batcs beforc Perſons expcrienc'd in theſe Marrters. 

Whereof I ſhall only ar preſent give a hint or two. Particularly, If 
it be propoſed to this Committee, that they humbly recommended to 
rhe Purliament the ſetting up a Common 7nſurance, who ſhall appoint 
what time ſhips ſhall go our, and by whom it ſhall be adjuſted, ac- 
cording to the Guns and Men, how nuch cach Ship's Goods hall pay 
per Cent. to cach part of th?

Ard the better to Engage all 
Pertons to aſliſt in the promoting and carrying on {o juſt and profitabic 
a Dclign, That all Commilttoners of the Admiralty, Cuſtoms, Fxcije, 
N:vy, Pol?, Oficers of Ships, Goverzors of Caſtles, Scaoris, Nay, 
all Marizcrs and Seamen, as well in the Fing's, as the Merchants Ser- 
vice, ſhall be obliged to allow ſo much of their Pay to be Aſſeſſed and 
Received in ſuch manner as the Par/iament ſhall appoint, as a fund to- 
wards the Reimburſing and making good all ſuch loſſes as ſhall hap- 
pcn, which together with the Continual Pramiam's kept apart in 
cruſty Commiſſioners hands, in all Probability would be of Incredible 
Service to the Publick, a Means to Excite every Man to do his Duty, 
and doubtleſs engage many Private Perſons to bring in their Money 
when they fhall diſcover the great and certain advantages ariſing 
from 1t. 

And alſo, that a means {hall be offered for the Encouraging the Tn- 
create of Seamen, for theService both of the Royal Navy and Merchants,

Uiew the Diſcaſes of our Languiſhing State re- 
preſented to us. Their Progreſs trac'd through the Varicty of their 
Fits and Parcxiſms, and the moſt ſuitable Medicines for our Recovery 
plainly pointed out and ſer before us: The Embracing whereof will as 
undoubredly Aſcertain our Happineſs, as the Neglect Enfure our Ruine, 
and Enhance our Miiery. | 

"Tis truc indeed, that Peace is the greateſt of National Felicittcs, and 
cught to be our moſt deſirable Bleſling, eſpecially if we look back to that 
Efuſion of Blood and Expence of Treaſure that has already been made. 
And therefore to ſound the Trumpet for the Encouragement of War 
muſt be ſomeiyhat ungrareful in our Ears. Fiowever, when thofe Two 
moſt potcat Morives, Honour and Intercft lay that unadyoidable neceſſity 
upon us, Thar 'ris impotſible we can Sheath our Swords with any thing 
Its than giving up our Nacks to a moſt certain Slavery, War and only 
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War is our Common Security. Pcace made up with an Enemy, whoſe 
Power is too ſtrong, and his Fidelity too weak, is only a Cobweb- 
Lawn to break through ar pleaſure, and a Reconciliation of Friendſhip 
with ſuch a Prince, is the only means to Impower him to be a more 
dangerous, becauſe then a more ſurprizing Enemy. Should Fraxce in her 
preſentheighth of Greatneſs give aCeſſation to her Hoſtilliry,as undoub. 
redly herCircumſtances as formidable as now now they are, would gladly 
Embrace, and poſtibly her ſelf make the firſt Court for a Peace, (hoy 
Inglorious a one to us [ will not determine ) 'tis certain She can neyer 
give a Ce:]ation to her Ambition : And 'tis as certain thar War is only 
Rak'd us, not Quench'd, when the Coals of Ambition are {tiil Glow- 
ing, thar at any convenient Rupture may ſet it frelh a Blazing. To 
that 1ſp:rer that ſo viſibly aims at Univerlal Monarchy, Univeiſal Peace 
can be nv more than Diſguiſe and Stratagem. 'The Snake in the Gras 
is but too not«-riouſly to be ſuſpected under fo faile, how tfeemingly fair 
2d of Flowe:s. In ſhort, in any preſent Accommodation with Fraxce, 
her holding her hand will be no other than to take Breath to enable her 
to make a {irc1:zr Blow, 

Theſe Unaiiverable Truths conſidered,all Thoughts of preſent Peace 
with France earty taat pernicious Face, that the Conicquences mult be fa- 
tal. For any :uch Teacc will be more grievous than a State of War, For 
our Nece(liy an. Continual Watchfulneſs anc Caution under ſuch a 
Peace would put us to ſuch a Charge, ſuch a Lingring and Continued 
Expence, tha: muſt be Infinitely more Frightful than the whole Load of 
a Vigorous and Puſhing War. "Tis true, we may Flatter our ſelves 
with a ſhorr hovz 57 Reſt, bur then we mull ilcep in Armour, if we 
think ro varc ic, | 

Thus far appcars the Viſible Neceſſity of Continuing the War with 
France, as to our Safety. Now let us conſider the Motiyes for Conti- 
nuing that War, as to our Profit and Advantages we ſhall receive from 
ir. If it were poilible a preſent Peace could he made with Frunce, eycn 
withour the foremention'd Frights and Hazards, That Safety and Secu- 
rity ſhould ſo hemm as round, that that Turbulent I/orarch ſhould pive us 
no Terrours nor Alarms; and conſequently give us ſome ſmall Retrench- 
ment of our Cautionary Charge and Expence, yet what will he the lTue 
of rhis Peac ? Firft, We reſtore him the Free Trade with Faglind ; 
i: which /rarce roceives Immente Sums per 42mm of our Money more 
and above our Commerce'in Goods Excliang'd with them. Next it will 
reſtore him all that free Commerce again with the reſt of the Work, 
which during the War, has been ſo conſiderably Curtail'd, to the Intirc 
Eale of all his now groaning Subjects, to the heartning his Tir'd and 
Fatiga'd Armies, and to the tull Repleniſhing of his own ( art preſent Ex- 
hauſtcd ) Treaiures : And if at this Ebb of his Exchequer, with a!l tho{t 
Encumbrances, he is abie to ſtand againſt the Unired Ferces of Chriſten- 
dom; Vhat will ſeveral Recruiting Years of Peace add to his Power : 
bur the rendring him ſo much yer ſtronger, as to ſtart out again into 
ſome new War, and pour that Torrent upon us,(when leaft tulpected, 
and when w2 are leaſt provided ) which all Frope may not be able to 
ſiemm, A:d what then follows, Let our moſt dreadful Apprehenſions 
LNagine. 

Now under our preſent indiſpenſible Neceſſity of War, the Publick 
Benefits and Great End of this Committee of 7rade will be this, Thar 
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boſides the Impoveriſhing, and conſequently weakning of France by 
Their care of Securing our Navigation from the Fre.h Rapine, &*. 
They will likewiſe be able fo far to Improve our preſent Trade, That 
our Additional Advantages thereby Gain'd to the Naticn, ſhall more 
than pay for the War to the Eaſing of the greateſt part of our Burthen, 
and thereby the Chearing our Cauſe, and Edging our Swords: whilſt 
Enzland has morecver this further Priviledge above the reſt of rhe Cr;rs 
federacy, that whilſt the War is within their Bowels, we have the Fap- 
pineſs of ſecing it removed from our Doors. Our Pvr;>c omy feel the 
Pain of it, and rhis Remedy is the only Means t© Cure thar Pain ; to- 
gether with many Unvaluable Helps this Committee will be able to 
{upply the Government withal. | 

Were it not tov Ungratefift a Theme {fr whar ir is more diftaſiful 
than the Remembrance of paſt Glorics, and the Upbraidings of preſent 
ſhame? ) The bare Recolledtion of our former Honour, and the Ro. 
fletion on our preſent Remiſsnels, would be ſufficient to awake our 
Drowſie Lethargy, and-Exalt the Enp/:/h Genizs intro the Noble Sphear 
of Ancient Grandure. Can we pretend to have 727/;/þ Blood in cur 
Veins, and ſuffer the Infulting Moxfrevr to Ravith our Darling Miſtre;s 
under our very Noles | To Commit a Rape upon our 7r:4ein our own 
Channel, and on our own Coaſt? Have our Fore-fithers with Expence

Intinice :5 tho 
Reputation this little Iſland hath formerly atchiey'd abroad, 11 Z 
many ſeveral Accounts as the has had occaftion to Emp'ioy her 
jeas in Foreign Actions. Bur the Great Knowledge and Succels of hi. r 
Inhabitants in the Miſter y of Trade hath fer her fo much upon rheritins 
Ground, and from that Eminence pretented her with {o chtrmin:; 5 
Face, that they who negleRed Courting her, we:e at the fame timo 
in Revenge upon themſelves compell'd to envy her. And can we now 
ſuffer ſuch a Beauty to be Raviſhed ; Such a Glory to be Sullyed; by 
the Vain glorious atremprs of that very Nation, that hath fo 9fch 
crembled at the found of F»g/i/h Arms, and muſt of ncceffiry ( had 
they not forfeited all pretence ro Juſtice) own their paſt and ſurure Suc- 


teſs alone to our Carelctnels and Imprudence !

The fole Settlement of 7rage would in Ef- 
fe&t do our Buſineſs : The Eſtabliſhment of 7hat is an inexhauſted 
_ Spring of Happinels. It would make War it {ſelf more Elcgible and 
Eaſie than a Diſhonourablc and Conſtrained Peace. The General In- 
conveniencies of it would hardly be felt, and that which to others is an 
Impoveriſhment and Calamity, would to us be an Augmentation of 
Riches and Security. Nor would our Solvers then be lels terrible in 
the Field, than our Merchants thrivingly Glorious in the City : The 
one Depends on rhe other, and if the larrer be ſubſtantially maintain- 
ed, the former can never fail of Succcls. For as the Cale itands now, 
there are but two ways, Yicdory or Slavery, We mult either make the 
French floop to us, or be forced to ſubmit ro them. Whatever the 
Confederates may obtain from,them when they ſee their Opportunity, [I 
don't know; bur this I am ſure of, there remains no Terms of Peacz 
for us,but what would fix an Everlaſting Infamy upon the F»e/:/b Name, 
In ſhort, the Greatnets of E:giand and Fravce is incompatible. If they 
riſe, we muſt fall; and the Richer they Grow, the poorcr we ſhall b<. 
Their Glory will be Erected on our Ruine, and their Honour founded 
on our Shame. 

Let us Aſſume then a Noble Reſolution, like that of the 014 Romans 
againſt Carthige, who reſolv'd never tolay down their Swords till they 
had Humbled thar City, till they had left her never a Fort at Land, 
nor Shipat Sea. I would not be thought a Boxrefex and [rcendiary, by 
perlwading to continue the War, did | not from my Soul believe, thar 
the Embracing the MerFo7 here propoſed would abundantly Enable the 
Government to ſupport the Charge of it, and that a Peace at this time, 
would Introduce far grcatcr and morc certain Calamities. For if the 
French King, either by Force or Fraud ( for he's for any Game rather 
than be Idle) Extends his Conquelſts through the Conferleracy, we can 
expect io other favour bur to be the lait Devour'd, or baſely Impos'd 
upon. Let us therefore purſue our Reſolutions, and take the Advan- 
razes that are now pur into our hands by Erecting ſuch a Conmirze. 
Wc may if we pleaſe make the War ir ſelf Subminiſter to 7rae, and 
be a means of Enlarging Ozrs, whilſt ar the ſame time we beat the 
1rench out of Theirs. Belides, Can we boaſt of any thing we ever 
got by a Peace with Fraxce ? Tis to be attriburcd ro our Improvidence 
alone, they have got ſo much by the War. Hail we prevented their 
taking our Merchant Men, France had been Beggar'd before now, and 
Var had ended. They have ſupported themſelves at our Expence : 
Had we been more Careful, they had been lets Powerful. The very 
Ships h2 hath taken from us hath ſerved ro Equip his Royal Navy, and 
ſo much Encourged his Privateers, that they arc become the Nurſery 
of all his Seamen, without which he had never been able to {end lis 
Fleet to Sea. Nay, fo hauzhty is he grown by thele Succeſſes, that 
he hath often threatned ro Land an Army upon us, and Invade us with 
our own Ships. In ſhort, our Loſſes maintain a very great Charge 
of rhis War: For if our own Manufactures had been carcfully Pro-' 
tected out, and the vaſt Number of Ships and rich Merchandizes, 
that by our Neglect only, he has taken from us, been ſafely Conwoy- 
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ed Home, the Produ@ thereof would more than have paid all the Ex- 
pences of our Wars. So that if theſe Miſcarriages are provided a- 
gainſt for the future,it is impoſſible but that the War muſt he more Be- 
neficial to us than Peace : Secing it is beyond Contradiction, evident 
thar our Commerce 7here, is as Miſchievous to us, as Advantagious 
to them : Whether we reſpect the Open or Clandeſtine 7ra/ict. Firſt 
in the Quantity, by the vaſt over-Ballance of their Commodities, and 
next in the Quality, Thote which they receive from us, being alto- 
gether Neccſliry and Uleful for them whilſt we Import nothing thence; 
but what we had better be without, and ſuch, which if our Vanity 
did not conſume for them, mult in Efte& periſh on their hands to the 
Infinite prejudice of that King and People. 

Bur if there be a Neceſlity that our Luxury muſt be indulged; there 
is nothing to that purpole that F-:n:e could atford, which the Induſtry 
of our Friends and Confederates cannot ſupply us withal: Having of 
late in their ſeveral Countries ſet up the ſame ManufaCtories ; which if 
the War continues, will be ſo Eſtabliſhed, that neither we nor they 
{hall ever ſtand in necd of being beholden 7o Fraxce for them again, ro 
the Utter and Irreparable Damage of that Xingdom. And thereby we 
ſhall vent greater Quantities of our own Commodities in return for 
what we receive from them : Whilſt our Trade with France did nothing 
but furniſh us with 7riffes in Licu of thoſe vaſt Sums of Sterling they 
have from us. And though we ſhall in a great Meaſure Enrich ſeye- 
ral of our Confederate Neighbours, as well as Adyantage to our ſelycs, 
Yet it will never put them inco ſuch a condition of doing us hurt, as 
our Trade with France hath done. 

Let us then embrace the offer'd occaſion, which by Improving our 
Trade, and Enriching the Nation, will afford us freſh, and almoſt cer- 
tain hopes of Victory, under the Conduct of a Daring and Couragious 
King, who ſeems to be a Bleſſing from Heaven beſtow'd upon us to re- 
advance the Frg/iſh Spirit, which the Luxury and Efteminacy of the 
Late Reigns had Stifled and Debauched : The ſucceſs of whoſe Arms 
Abroad has been obſtructed by nothing more, than our uſing unſuir- 
able Mcthods, and improper Inſtruments in the Management of our 
Afairs at ZJome: And not ſuffer our felyes to Slumber in a Dangerous 
Indiftercnce, till Invincible Miſchicfs awake us, to fee our Neighbours 
SubJu'd, our Trade Expir'd, and a 7riumphant Enemy at our Doors. 
And then I doubt not bur that ſince rhe Siferties both of Us and our 
Allies are floating in one Common Bottom, and Fortifiid by Mutual 
Iatercſts, our Joint Deſigns being vigorouſly puſh'd on, the Ballance of 
Chriſtendom, Will ſoon be reduc'd to its proper Standard, and England 
once more able to hold the Scales of Europe.

"oi HAT State or City which would preſerve it ſelf in good Order, and 
free from the diſturbances of Ill Government, muſt cheriſh the juſt Im- 
peachments and Accuſations of the People, againſt thoſe who contrary 
to Law, through Ambition, Avarice, Pride, Cruelty, Opprefſion, Ex- 
tortion, Violation or Corruption of Law, &©c. ſeek to deſtroy their 

Liberties, Properties and Right, which have long been a very ſevere Judgment over 

this Nation. But now by God's Mercy, the Extraordinary Goodneſs of Our King, 

and Your Great Prudence, We hope to ſee the many Grievances (which this Land 

Mourns under } redreſſed ; Illegal proceedings puniſh'd ; and Oppreſſion fo difcoun- 

tenanced, thar ſucceeding T imes ſhall not dare to barter Juſtice for Gold, nor ſacri- 

fice our Priviledges to Riot, nor truck away the Liberty of their Countrey for a little 

Court Holy-Water. 

]he Nation being thus redreſt and ſecured againſt Tyranny and Oppreſſion, &&c. 
i: will not only divert God's Judgments which hang over irs head, bur greatly im- 
prove their Riches, increaſe the Inhabitants, and thereby much leſſen the burthen of 
"LAKES; Fe. 

It cannot {ure be cenſured as unſeafonable (becauſe always juſt and neceſſary) to 
remind . his Honourabie Houſe, in whoſe power only the Remedy lies, of an eminent 
Inconvenie!. *» the Nation, which is the Sale of Publick Offices; In reference 
to which, I ſhali chiefly confine my {elf at preſent to the Honourable City of Loz- 
G02, the Envy of Europe, Rome's Terrour, England's Heart, where the Vital Spi- 
rics circulate, and the Grand Pattern by whole Meaſures ſmaller Corporations are 
apt to make their Precedents. 

That which I therefore humbly offer to Conſideration is, That 'tis Diſhonourable 
and of very dangerous Conſequence, to Expole publick Offices and Places to Sale. For 
© deflowr's the Virgin Purity of Juſtice by ſtopping the Avenues that lead to her 
Palace, with Mercenary Encumbrances, Expoles the Purchaters to almoſt inevitable 
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Teinpraric:s, gd gives an inlet and plauſible Colourt or defeirding Mnjuſtice, Fribery, 
Extortion and Oppreſiion, But to double and treble the value, ro manage them for 
the belt advantage of the eller, and to put him upon the Rack of Improvement too ; 
whar 15 it bur to beſpeak the unficteſt Men, either through want of Honeſty or Experi- 
ence that we can meet with, to manage theſe Aﬀairs and Places in which Juſtice, 
Reaſon and Prudence, require the moſt upright and moſt judicious perſons that can be 
procured. | 

Becauſe th? Fees of Attorney's, Clerks, Serjeants, Goalers, &c. in the Courts of 
10:on are valtly raiſed, throngh the increale of Injuſtice, by reatfon of the too fre- 
quent, malicious and impertinent Actions, and general Corruption among them : Yet 
no Magiſtrate oughr from thence to raiſe the value of an unlawful Sale, becaule he finds 
a numerous iort of People thriving and doing well, by living and doing ill, And the 
ime Realon hotas againſt the Keepers of Priſons, who would never give ſuch 
Exceſhive Rates for their Places; nor could they live at ſuch an extravagant height 
of 7ride were ihey not wicked Grinders of the Poor; Men that lay the whole de- 
ſign of their Advantage upon the Calamities of the Miterable; at which the Magiſtrate 
mav truly be {aid roo too much to connive, who ſuffers his Coffers to be filld wirh 
thele Golden 1 emptations, becaule he ſees them cloathed 1o rich, and grow to Fat 
upon the Ruines of the Unfortunate z which is quite contrary to the Office of the true 
Magiſtrate, who ought to have a careful Eye upon the growth of Opprethon, to curb 
and remove the gov hangay's = cog and to Sear away the proud Fleſh of Ava. 
rice and Rapine, and not to ſefnpunity to the Evil-doer ' herefore it is not to be 
veſtion'd, That whoever receives Money for atiy publick Place, ſuch Perſon 
oes but receive a publick Bribe, which only Cuſtom, and perhaps too common Coi;- 
aivance juſtifies. For never any Man, came to any Office by Money, bur he was forced 
to exercite his Authority wickedly and unjuſtly He that buys muſt {ell or he lofes by 
the Bargain Which makes the publick Offices of 1,977, like Eriars, to which Sheep r<- 
pairing for ſhelter, loſe a Lock. 

If an Appeal be made to Holy Scripture, there is moſt certaiuly no Learning undz: 
the Sun ſo Chymical, that can extract the lea{t drop of Authority from thence, fo: 
the Sale of publick Juſtice or its Dependencies ; but exceſhve penalties it may find e- 
ough, upon all manner of Extortion, and upon all thole that connive at, and ſuffer 
't ; fo ſeverely menaced, and lo truly threatned by Him that never fails to perform, 
14t nothing bur a fatal Irony can excuſe the contempt and neglect ihereot, as if th" 
..ars of Profit could not hear the Cries of the Poor for the thunderins Noife of God's 
Judgments, fo ſeverely denounc'd on their behalf, However they who require more 
particular ſatisfaction, may read that Excellent Oration of the Propher Szmzel, which 
he made upon the Reſignation of his Governmenr. | 

Being thus Baaiſhed from the Commonwealth of 1/--el, this Tenenc-finds no betrer 
Entertainment among the Heathen, with whom we find thete two Maxims, hke two 
Golden Pillars ſupporting the moſt flouriſhing, and moſt Victorious Cities i the 
VVorld, which Ariſtotle hath nor been a littie Induſtrious to maintain. Firſt, Thar 
rhe Sale of Offices is the greateſt wrong that can be offer a to 4 Commonwealth. SECONG= 
ly, That Afoney ought not to buy thoſe Places, whici may, nay orght to be the Reward of 
Firtue, and are the fitteſt means to ſupply the Neceſjuies of Good Aftiz, Ihe Sale 0; 
Offices in the flouriſhing times of rhe Arhenians was abominated, and by the Laced:- 
WONANS exploded as a Crime : and the Roman Empire 1 I'S increaſe and flouriſhing 
Condition, fined and puniſhed thoſe that fought Offices unjuſtly ; and ihey rhen tit 
foltred Diſſention among themſelves, and their own Dettruction, when they brook'sd

ployment. It makes him that he bluſhes not to be acculed of Rigor and Extortion, 
0 be arraigned for Violence, nor values te the Frowns of Magiltracy, while with a 
caring Forehead he is able to upbraid his Superiour, te!ling him, he had not his Place 
for Nothing, but paid ſoundly for it, and therefore hopes he thall not be debarr'd 
trom makings the b-{t Advanrage of what he has purchas'd at ſo dear a Rate. A 
Thins fo obvious, that reprove him never to ſharply, never fo feverely, it ſeems 
Collufive and meerly Combination, fo littie does it tgnifie. For turn him out of Pot- 
leon, and the Succeedins Chapman. is dilcouraged. Nor does the Judge himſelf 
eſcape the {mutty cenſure of Self-mtereft and Partiality, that he only removes the old 
ine in hopes of a better bargain from a Succeſſor, that muſt be worſe becaule he gives 
tore for it, Here Juſtice may be ſaid ro be throughly Blind, while the Seiler and 
Abetter throw away the Vail of Impartiality, and prels down their Eyelids with their 
own Fingers. Thus, Firit rate Offences, Mifdemeanours of the upper Form, muſt 
be conniv'd at and palliated, for fear of {poiling the Market. As for Peccadilloes, and 
petty Oppreſſions, they are little or not at all regarded. Yet thele are the lictle Ver- 
mine that inlenfibly devour the Poor and Needy, that have moſt need of Succour, 
V Vhat 1s the difference berween the Canker that indilcernably conſumes, and the de- 
ſiructive {peed of A; Forits ? They both deſtroy : But the Canker far more in- 
ienhbly, as being lets attended by the hand of Care and Prelervation. A NMitde- 
meanour Ot Tee HH:md id Pyrrd makes a great Notte ; yet proves perhaps but ſingly 
fatal, when the fame Sum divided into Crown Rapanes ſhall deſtroy as many 11di- 
vidual nece{lirous Families, impoveriſhed before and altogether helplets, wichour 
creating any other tounds bur thole of neglected Lamentations.” So that the Sale of tuch 
Offices 1s poſitively againſt the Tenth Commanament ; as allo againft the teveral Laws 
of the Land (as hereafter will appear). For what greater Inmury can a man do his 
Neighbour, than to deprive him of the greateſt Right thar is due to him? To debar 
him of that Juſtice which ought to be afforded him in his Extremity ? And not only in 
this manner to injur? his Neighbour, but his poor Neighbour too, the particular Client 
of God himielf? For remedy of which the Supreme Legi/l:tor made no Law, bur fre- 
quent Admonitions, as if Man could not be guilty of to great an Impiety as to rob the 
Spittle, which 15 an accumulared Murther. Ir 15 injurious to him that fells : for how 
can he reach forth his hand ta receive the free boons of Mercy from the God of Pity 
and Compailion, while polluced with the Price of Rapine, Violence and Injury ? 

The Sale of the Keepers Places of Ludgate, Newgate, with the Compters, &c. and the 
unexpreifible extravagant Extortion they make thereby, brings me to urge this Mat- 
ter a little cloter ; which areat }J/bo gives mt ? An hainous Demand in the Barter of 
thoſe Shops of C-r2!ty ! A ſtrange piece of ablurd Severity ! To ell the Freedom of a 
Captive ; fn Uurpation certainly beyond Law (to fell char lictle Liberty which the 
Law has left a Pritoner) to the dilpolal of a 7urzhey. Ihe Law makes him a Cap: 
tive to his Creditor, and the Magiſtrate afterwards ſurrenders him up for Money a 
Slave to his worſe than Argier:Keeper ? Shall rhe Publick Houſes built at the Cities 
Charge be foid for private Lucre ? So that every Room in a prifon becomes a [hop of 
Grbariſm ana Arbitrary Power, where the chief Baſha of Iniquiry Exerciſes an in- 
humane 1 yranmy, and f{queezes the very Feces and Caput Mortucyn of a periſh'd E- 
ſtare as long as the leaſt drop will come, by the fame Art as they ferch Oyl our of 

wricks ,- firſt hearins the poor Priſoner in the Fire of his chreatning Indignation, and 
then quenching him again in the ſweet ſhow of a lictle Favour, while any moiſture of 
Gaim appears. 

Here then lies the force of the Dilemma; Either a Priloner for Debt may be injured 
in Prifon, or not. Either the Injuries repeared, are Injuries, or none. If the Ne- 
carive be allow'd; then all that has been already faid has been ro no purpote, and 
1oly 1; might have been more {paring of its Exhorrations. If the Affirmative be 
alerted, then he that ſells 4 Goaler's Place, &c. fells the Liberty, the Eltare, the 
erion, nay, the very Lives of the Priſoners under his jurildiction, ſeeing that 
through the Cruelty of their Keepers ſo many poor people have been ſtrip to their 
naked Skins, and when all was gone, have been iuffocated in Holes and Duugevns, ro 
the lols of many of their Lives, Diſhonour of our Nation, and Scandal of the Chri- 
it1an Relicton. 
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But the Civil Law, to which our own has nothing repugnant, informs us in the 
very words of that great Lawyer Ulpian, That a Priton is a place of A+ji-4;.and 
not of Pu1ſhmeit. That a Priton, where there 15 Hunger and Thirſt is ao Priton, 
but 2 place of To9ture. That no ſevere or bad Ufage 1s there to be admitred, where 
the Perfon in debt remains, not as a Slave, but only as a pledge and {ecuriry for the 
Creditor's ſfatisfaCction, For which reaton the Emperour 4251971;25 affirmed, that it 
was the principal Duty of a Judge, to be frequently inform'd by the prifoners them- 
{elves of the ſtate of their Captivity, thar no Office of Humanity might be waning to 
men lockt up in Confinement. And 1o merciful were thole Times, that if a pritoner 
died in Priſon, the Law prelum'd it the fault of the Keeper, who was not to deny 
either Food or Bedding tothe perſon in Cuſtody. 


But purchas d Cruelty is now grown 1o bold, that if poor Men pay nGt Extortio- 
nary Fees and rack't Chamber-rent, they ſhall be cronded into Holes and Common- 
fides, to be devour'd by Famine, Lice and Dileales. Which being ſo undeniable, 1 
appeal to the Tribunal of Juſtice it felf, by what Law, or by what Authority, not 
claiming under the bad Title of legal Cuſtom, any Sheriff, who is the immediate 
Goaler himſelf, and ought to receive the Cuſtody of the Pritoner G atis, can fo un- 


kindly preſume to fell che Depuration of any Man's Liberty and Life to the Comprtrol 
of {ordid and imperious Avarice. 


\ T would fain know, by what furmiſe of Common Senle a Keeper of a Priſon, can de- 
mand a Recompence or Fee from a Priſoner for deraining him in Prifon ? There is an 
Admiſſion-Fee, he cries. Alas! How is man fallen from the Image of God and his Rea- 
ſon,to believe that any Perſon can deſerve a Reward for only opening the door of Vite- 
ry and Deſtruction to annoy his Neighbour and common Friend ? For being to kind as to 
admir him into the horrid Grave of [mprilonment ? There is a Dif-miſtion Fee roo, but 
this alrogether as ablurd,to demand Money for letting him go that the Law has let free ; 
for opening the Door to ler him out of Cuſtody whom the Receiver ought not toderain. 
For his Care in the Interim, ler them pay him that ſer him at work. The [riſoner is no 
way beholding to him for his Care : for 'tis that which he deſires to be without. There- 
fore {ates the Civil Law in this Caſe, if there be any thing due to a Keeper, it is due 
from the Creditor, wote duty it is to afford Nouriſhment and other Supyerts of Life 
ro him whom he keeps in Priſon ; and therefore the Keeper might refule to take the 
Priſoner into Cuſtody, till he had bargain'd with the Crediror for the Priſoner's Main- 
tenance,..a5 may be obſerved our of the Antient Volumns of the moſt Learned Civih- 
ans. But now {ſuch is the Confidence of a Purchaſer, that to regain his purchaſe Mo- 
ney, and maintain himſelf and his Family beſides in Luxury, Pride and Idlenelſs, he 
ſells his Taphoule at prodigious Rates; fo that where poor men ought to have beſt 
and cheapeſt, they have the worſt in Quality, and the ſmalleſt in Quantity, which 
makes the price exceſſive. He Farms his Beds to meer Harpies, and his great Key to 
{uch pieces of imperious Cruelty as are the worſt of Mankind. Andit is a ſhame to 
repeat the daily Intolencies and Indignities, which the Prifoners and their Friends 
are forc'd to receive art their hands. But lee, I pray ! whither will not lewd Prece- 
dents ar Jaſt lead us ? It will perhaps be thought impertinent co diſpute a Goalers de- 
mands for admitting us into his loathſome Manſions, when even the Common Hang- 
man, no doubt encouraged by fuch Examples, will ſcarce give a Malefac&tor a Cait 
of his Office without a Bribe, demands very formally his Fees, fortooth, of the Per- 
{on to be executed, and higgles with him too as nicely as if he were going to do him 
ſome mighty kindneſs. 


There be thoſe that ſay the Digmty of the City Magiſtrate is by the Sale of Offices 
ſupported. Bur with what diſhonour do thele Men revile the City, and the Magt- 
itrates of the City, at the ſame time? For tocareful is the City to ele&t Men of E- 
itares proportionable to there Dignity, that there is no need of any ſiniſter Aſſiſtance to 
maintain the City Grandeur. No ill got Gains, but Mercy, Juſtice and upright 
Prudence, are the Supports of a City. Is it not a goodly ſight to lee the Tears of the 
oor, congealed by a Froſt of neglected Charity and Injuitice into a Pearl, glittering 
in the Ears of {uch or ſuch a Lady ? lo behold the Scarler of the Receiver's Magi- 
ſtracy died with the Blood of helpleſs J7uctors, or the purchale of Extortions lo 
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{ee one of the Chief Puniſhers of Iniquity drinking Healths of forgetful plenty in Foxy 
Hundred Pound Goblers, the price of his own Infamy, and a Serjeant's Roguery ? ' 
Such ſights as theſe perhaps we can only by Conjecture gheſs at, but the All-ſeeing 


Eye of Heaven beholds all thele Blind Bzrgains, and it is the ſame thing whether thr: 
Accompt fall heavy on the Receiver or his Offspring. 


London is a City whoſe Government deſervedly challenges the Preeminence cf 
any City now flouriſhing throughout the Univerſe. Rome the Miſtreſs of the World 
could not Coriquer her telf ; bur oftentimes lay weltring in the Blood of her own Cirz- 
2ens;nor could ſhe hinder her own ſtreets from being the >tage,whereonfo many dilmal 
Tragedies of Inteſtine Diſcord were Acted. Hear the reafon from the Words of one 
of her own Poets. 


Cauſe then they Juſtice baſely Bought and Sold, 
And Ancient Virtue was poſtpon'd to Gold. 


But London has been bleſs'd with ſuch a continued Calm of Peace for ſo many Cen- 
turies of Years, that never any City yetenjoy'd. Is it not great pity that fo harmoni- 
ous a piece of Politick Government ſhould be diſturb'd and diforder'd by violent 
Ulturpation ? Rome was only rich with the prey of Rapine, wealthy in the Trophies 
of {ucceſsful Ambition : But London ſhines a famous Pile, Opulent in the Gains of 
honeſt Induſtry. Rome, the Mart of War and Slaughter, London, Caeſar's Nobile 
Emporium. But damn up the Current of her Meum and Tuum, {ell her feats of Ju- 
ſtice, and how will all her ſplendor be Eclips'd ? Rome had only the dim Lamps of 
Morality, the obſcure Lights of ſententious Epicuriſm and Stoictſm to guide and in- 
ſtruct her : But London enjoys the moſt Orient Beams, the moſt unclouded Sunſhine 
of Divine 1 ruth and Doctrine. I am unwilling to urge it any farther. Rome was a 
City, than which there was none in the World more careful to relieve the poverty of 
her Citizens, of which in the times of her Innocence ſhe had many. No queſtion 
but in London there are many Good Men that unavoidably fall to decay : Where 
could the City beſtow her places more Honourably than upcn ſuch ? What could 
the City {peak more Magnificent in Hiflory, than to boaſt that the very Train of her 
Magiſtracy was ſufficient ro ſapport the cnlefeſt ana cholceſt of her Gecay'd Members, 
content with the Lawful and Modeſt Gains of their Employments ? But on the contra- 
ry what more diſhonourable than to fell her poor Citizens to be Dilaniated and Ma- 
cerared by the hand of Injuſtice, and for Money to make ſlaughterhouſes and ſhambles 
of her Houſes of Reſtraint ? For a City 1o fairly deckt with the precious Jewels of 
Freedom and Priviledge to ſell the laſt remains of a Pritoners Comforr ? 


This Honourable Houſe therefore being thus truly inform'd of theſe Abuſes, has 
from hence ſufficient Grounds to make a tarther Inſpection into theſe crying Enormi- 
ties. And from whence can we expect Redrels, but from thoſe Noble and W orthy 
Patriots, who have already made {o fair a progreſs toward a thorough Reformation 
of the paſt Miſcarriages of a Corrupt and Arbitrary Government. And indeed ir 
would be a Crime to think that They who fit with ſuch a ſteady reſolution to re-eſta- 
bliſh the long neglected Order of Law and Juſtice, will omit the utter Eradicating of 
whatever their Great Wifdoms ſhall judge pernicious to their Grand Deſign. So that it 
would be a high breach of Manners to prels the farther Conſideration of this affair to 
. this Auguſt Aſſembly, otherwiſe than by laying before your Honours a ſhort view of 
thoſe Laws already 1n force againſt the Sale of Offices, wherein is alſo contain'd a recital 
of the Laws againſt the Sale of Publick Offices already provided by our Anceſtors, as 
allo of the Jaylors and other Officers Fees, with their ſeveral Duties tothe Priſoners. 
Which though ſo ſtrongly penn'd, have hitherto, through the prevailing power of Cor- 
ruption and Injuſtice, been little or not at all regarded. 
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This ACT was made Anno 5. 6. 
Edw. 6, Cap. 16. 


HE Penalty for Buying or Selling of ſome ſort of Offices for the avoiding 

of Corruption which may hereafter happen to be in the Officer and Mint- 

ſters in thoſe Courts. Places or Rooms, wherein there is requiſite ro be 

had the true Adminiſtration of Juſtice, or Services of "Truſt, and ro the 

tent that Perions Worthy and Meet to be advanced to the Place where 
Juitcs is to be Miniſtred or any Service of Truſt executed, ſhould hereafter be pre- 
erred to the fame, and no other. 

Be it therefore Enacted by the King our Sovereign Lord, the Lords Spiritual and

fice or Offices, or any part of them, or to the intent that any Perſon ſhould have, exer- 
cite or enjoy, any Office or Offices, or the Depuration of any Othce or Offices, or 
airy part of any of them, which Office or Offices, or any part or parcel of them, 
ſhall in any wite touch or concern the Adminiltration or Execution of Juſtice, or the 
Receipt, Comptrolment, or Payment of any of the Kings Highnets Treafure,Money, 
Rent, Revenue, Account, Aulneage, Auditorſhip, or Surveying of any of the Kings 
Majelties Honours, Caſtles, Mannors, Lands, lenements, Woods, or Heredita= 
ments; or any the Kings Majeſties Cuſtoms, or any Adminiſtration or neceffary Ar- 
tendance to be had, done or executed in any of the ILings Majeſties Cuſtom-Houle or 
Houſes, the keeping of any of the Kings Majeſties 1owns, Caltles or Fortrefies, be- 
ing uſed Occupied or appointed for a Place of ſtrength and defence, or which thall

FAIR-TRADER 


VERY Man who trades on a fair Footing, engages in a regular Courſe of Dealing 

with the Merchant and Manufacturer : His Reputation depends on vending good 

Wares, and being exact in his Payments. As the Merchant or Manufacturer gives 

the Wholeſale Man Credit, he gives the ſame to the Retailer, and him again to the 

Conſumer. Each of theſe in their reſpeCive Dealing have their Reputation depending on the 

Nature and Property of the Goods they deliver to each other, and laſtly to the Conſumer. 

By this Means, the Goodneſs of the Commodity is kept up, which 1s abſolutely neceſſary to 

preſerve the Credit of a Manufacture, whether the ſame be ſold to the Conſumer at Home, or 

ſent to a Foreign Market ; and for want of due Care herein, it is often brought into Diſrepute. 

Bad Goods may ſerve the Purpoſe of a Day, but it is a good Commodity that muſt ſtand the 

Teſt of Time. Experience evinces that Wealth is the Reſult of Credit, and Creait the natural 
Effect of Fair-dealing. 

A great Part of the Revenue which ſupport the public Exigencies, ariſe chiefly from this 
Courſe of Trade, as all the reſpective Parties concern*d are in one Shape or other the Means 
whereby ſuch Revenues are raiſed, by manufacturing the natural Growth or the Kingdom, and 
by circulating ſuch Manufa&tures, as well as Foreign Commodities. To this End it 1s neceſlary, 
that each have Houſe, Warehouſe, &c. and employ a great Number of Agents, Factors, and 
Servants ; and in the Retail Branch, are obliged to have Shops next the great Streets in Cities, 
Market-Towns, &c. and all of them ſubject and liable ro the Commands of the Public, not 
only as Militia, but alſo to undertake the Fatigue of Pariſh Buſineſs, without Reward ; and to 
contribute Jargely to the Support of the Poor, and to penſion*d Soldiers and Seamen., Our 
Capital Towns by the Fair-Trader thrive and flouriſh, and make a handſome Appearance in the 
Eye of Foreigners ; Building is by their Means encouraged, the Landlord thereby enrich*d, the 
Revenue 1ncreas'd, and the induſtrious Husbandman, and the ingenious Mechanic, tupported and 
made happy. 

The Hawker, Pedlar, and Petty-Chapman, as they are ſtiled in the preſent Act in Force tor 
licenſing of them, are the very Reverſe of all this : They are a Body of ftroling, wile Vagrants, 
wandering about from Town to Town, and from Houſe to Houle, vending deceittul Wares and 
Merchandiſes, impoſing upon the Ignorant and Unwary, and by artful Inſinuarions trick them - 
of their Ready-Money in Exchange for Toys and Trifles of a bad Manufacture ; wherein they 
are ſupported, to the great Diſreputation of Trade, by a few Wholeiale Men, - who find their 
Account 1n contributing to the Impuiition. Theſe Pertons have generally neither Houſes, Ware- 
houſes, nor Shops, but are Inmates in all Places ; contribute little or nothing to the Revenue, 
Church, or Poor ; are not liable to the Militia, nor to the Expence and Fatigue of Pariſh Offices, 
nor contribute in any Senſe to the enriching of the Nation. The ſame People they plunder of 
their Ready-Money for bad Goods, run in Debt with the Fair-Trader tor good Commoditics ; 
and too often, by that Means, lay the Foundation of Bankruptcies. In a Word, while they run 
away with the greateſt Part of the Ready-Moncy Tradean the Kingdom, they are almolt the only 
People who contribute Nothing to the Public Service : They are compoled of the Vagabonds 
of almo{t all Nations, Countries, and Languages, and divide tl.c.ir Time indificrently between 
Hawking and Thieving : They who acquire \Vcalth, return with it into their own Country ; and 
they who want that Art, remain here a Burcien upon, and Nuſance to, the Public. 

By the Multitudes of theſe Peopic wandering about, many cover*d under one and the ſame 
Licence, the regular Courſe of fair Dealing is become broken and diſperſed ; their bad Goods 
lower at once the Reputation of Trade and proper Price of the like Sort of Commodities, 
which, waen good, are ufually foid by the fair Trader at a bare living Profit, but at the 
Price theſc People vend, good Commodities cannot bz made z yet are they fornetimes dexcrots

Thoſe who do take out Licences are generally Mcn of geod 
Abilities, but as they are continually travelling, 1f iingle, have no ſettled Habitations, and if 
married, {cldom take Houſes of any Conſequence, and this 1s {till leis ro be ſuppos'd from 
their Servants; fo that there are Thirty thouland who neither pay to © hurch, Poor, nor King z 
that is to lay, Two thouſand that pay very little, and Twenty-eight thouſand that pay nothing 
at al, The firft, on turning the Courſe of Trade again into the right Channel, would pro- 
bably take Llouſcs and Shops 3 by which Means tiz Pariſhes would be cas*d, the Landlords 
Eitatcs improv*d, and the Land and Window Tax increas'd, equal to the Value of the Sums 
paid now for Licences 3 a great Number of the Iait, which now wander about, would be ſettled 
under the firſt, and the reſt might be well employed in the Service of the State Abroad, Tt 
1s poſſible that 10,000 good Men might by this Means be. had to recruit the Army, and Trade 
Grice more return again to 1ts former flouriſhing State z and the more io, if all theſe Men ac- 
cuſtonr.4 to ſtrolling, as Servants to Hawxers, ard, by that Means, very well acquainted with 
the Value of Commodities, ſhould turn their Heads to ſerye in Shops, to ride for Orders, to 
make Bargains with the Manufacturers, or to attend Fairs or Marts, under ſettled Traders ; 
where, by Degrees, they may come to acquire a handſome Competency ; and, in the Event, ſet 
up tor themlelves : A much more eligible and laudabie Purſuit than Strolling, more to the Be- 
netit of Trade, and more to their own Reputation and Welfare, | 

Upon the Whole, as it is plain that the Equivalent of a Tax of Two Shillings a Year on 
each Tradcr, as propoſed to Parliament, is amply ſufficient to anſwer the Appropriations of the 
Licence-Duty 3 and that 1t's more than probable that the Land and Window-Tax will be con- 
ſiderably increaſed z that Smuggling, and other illicit Praftices, will be thereby, in a great 
Mcaturc, prevented ; and every Fair-Trader reap an adequate Benefit, by turning Trade again 
into 1ts natural and accuſtom*d Channel : So 1t is moſt humbly hoped, that the Legiſlature will 
readily concur 1n all proper Means towards our attaining the happy End propos'd ; and that 
all the Trading People will entirely forget Party-Matters on this Occaſion, and chearfully and 
unanimouſly co-operate towards the eftectuating of a Scheme that every honeſt Man will be 
the better tor, by reſtoring, 1t poſſible, the Sinking Trade of the Nation,

An Attempt to ſhow how far the Land and Trade of England are 4f- 
fectedly USURY, and might be Inprov'd by Reducing the 
Legal Intereſt of our Money from 6 to 4 per Cent, 


TT has been a Queſtion, What the Yearly Rent of the 
Land of Eng/and may be ? If the Land-Tax be an Eſti- 
mate, it will ainount to about Ten Millions Sterling per 
Ann. 1 know Opinions vary, ſome reckoning double 
thar Sum, Others yet more, 

Now the Intereſt of Money being the Meaſure by which 
Men Purchote, an Abatement of Intereſt muſt Raiſe the ]'rice 
of Land. Vhen Men have 'T houghts of Buying Land, they 
firſt conlider what Intereſt they make of therr Money ; and 
before they part with it for Land, they will reckon what 
Rent they can have tor the Land if they ſhould deal for it. In 
Fact, before the Statute of 21 of K. James I. when Money was 
at 10 pcy Crt, Land was at 12 and 14 Years Purchaſe ; of 
which any Man miy be ſatisfy'd by the Purchaſe-Deeds of 
thoſe Times. Atrerwards, when Money was reduc'd to 8 per 
Cent. Land was at i6 and 18 Years Purchaſe ; which is the 
prefent Cafe of Ireland: Then when Money was reduc'd to 6 
per Gent. Land foon role to 26 and 22 Years Purchale. 

It it ſhould be here ſaid, That by this Mealure, when Mo- 
ney Was at 16 per Gent. Land ſhould have been at 10 Years Pur + 
chate, and ſo proportionably of rhe reſt : 1 anſwer, "Tis rrue ; 
except that in regard rv the Stability and more convenient S£t- 
tlement that may be made of Eſtates in Land, than of Eſtates 
in Money , Men have been willing and oblig'd, as Experience 
has ſhown us, to give 2 Years Purchaſe tor Land above its 
Rare according to the Rate of Intereſt : Which Allowance 
being made, it will ordinarily be found true, 'I tat Land muſt 
Rile, according to the degree that Money Falls. 

It the Land then, reckon'd at above 10 Millions per Ann. 
Tall (over and above the 2 Years Purchale tor its Stability, 
C2: ) be advanc'd 4 Years Purchale by the propos'd Reduction 
of Ulury ; the L:inded Men will be worth 4o Millions more 
thin now TRev are worth : And this will be found not only by 
thole who Aciire to Sell, bur by thole allo who defire to Kee 
their Nannors and Lands; by rendring their Inheritances more 
valuable in the lands either of rhemtelves , or of their Po- 
itcrity. 

Another Queſtion is, \Wi.t mav be the Value of the Stock 
on T.und 7 It we aliow tor it 2 Years Value of the Land by 
the '{ax-Rate, it will amount to about 2 Millons Sterling. 

This Stock (tuppos d wortit 2 Millions } mult be carry'd 
© cither by Burrow'd Money, or by Money which the Farmer 
may (by Selling his Stock) Lend on Ulury, inſtead of Em- 
p:uying it on Land : So that the Farmer 18 to reckon as well 
the Ule of the Money which his Stock will Sell tor, as the 
Rent he pays, to be a Ciuarge upon 1m.

Indeed we will allow, that Dr. ot, inhbis own Per- 
fon, might think himiclt not ugder internal Obligation to any 
Laws Human or Divine, it they cou be lecretiy and {ecurtly 
Broken : We will allow bim t judge of otacr New by bums 
jelf; bur at the ſame time, the Doctor mnt excuic tavie who 
differ fron him, and have not 16 hand and uncumtortable an 
Opinion of the World, bur that rlicre are in arjome who Wor- 
ſhip God more than Money, and will nut be Guilty of Extor- 
tion; as the taking more Ujury than the Law eJlluws, or any 
way making advantage of the Necetliry ur Folly of others, 15 
agreca on all Hands to be.

Putto Examine what the Doftor ſays againſt the ReduRtion 
of Uſury, if it cou'd be effeQed by a Lav, of which he has 
rhought ft to make ſuch a Doubt :. His Objettions are chiefly 
tiicte ; 

One is, That Money will be ſuddenly call'd in, to the Incon- 
\enence or Hurt of Borrowers. 

To this I fav, every Debtor will be put into an eaſter Method 
&t Paying, if he has Land, by felling it at a higher Rate after 
the Reduction of Uſury ; If he has no Land, yet, houweyer, 
there having been on former ReduCGtions of Intereſt, a Clabfe 
©* Exceprion to Paſt ContraCtts, the like may, and I prefume, 
vill be now. And no Man has Cauſe to fear that a Ulvurer, if 
1115s Security be Good, will call in his Money at a higher Rate, to 
'er it out again at a Lower, to the hurt of himſelt, not ro the 
Iurt of his Debtor. | 

Another of the Do&or's ObjeCtions, is, That Money by the 
Lowering of Intereſt, will be harder to come by, to the Pre- 
judice of Trade. | 

This 1s in part anſwer'd by my Anſwer to the foregoing Ob- 
jetion, And 1I add, That the Uſurer muſt Trade with his 
Money, or Buy Land ; either of which are for Publick Good ; 
or elſe he muſt Lend it, though at a Lower Rate ; tor he w1ll 
not Lock up his Money to make nothing of it. That wou'd nor 
be ſo much as the ſafeſt way of keeping it. - 

But the Widows and Orphans are brought in, and the Doctor 
muſt be ſtalking with them : Moſt Laws tor publick Good, 
eſpecially for. Reformation, muſt be to the damage of tome; 
bur as there 1s no Rule withour Exception, the Cate here hap- 
pens to be otherwiſe : For belides the Unfairneſs of Guardians 
and Truſtees, who often receive Intereſt for which they account 
nor, "tis to he preſum'd that as many Widows and Orphans 
Pay as Receive Intereſt ; and in the Paying Part, in cafe they 
are Ieft Incumbred, they are leſs able than others to extricate 
themlelves. 

i arther, the DoGor thinks he makes a mighty ObjeCtion, by 
relling us, That Foreigners will not bring over their Money ro 
vs, Lut carry away all that they now have here, if we ſhould 
difLoviage them by a lower Rate than we now pay them tor 
their Money. 

O rare ! Come on then , in Compliment to the DoQor's 
Singular Parts, we'll repeal the Statutes that reſtrain 
Ulury ; Intereſt ſhall be at 10 per Cent, Foreigners ſhall at that 
Rate pour in Money upon us, and for 1057. brought in now, 
take from us ſeven Years hence two, 14 Years hence 4, or 21 
Years hence $22 ]. For fo much, indeed, upon the multiplying 
of Intereſt thcy would carry out. | 

10 7. manag'd at 10 per Cent, in Seventy Years will multi- 
plv it ſelf to 1020501. And if we ſhould have 100000 1. at 10 
p:- Cone of Foreign Money, it would in 70 Years (which is bur 
the Age of Man) multiply it ſelf ro 10 Millions Sterling.

Before we hd Lock agkinſt our own, and Lock againſt other 
Nations, now we have Lock againſt Moſ-<, 

Thofe who-are moſt of Opinion that it has been neceſſary to 
borrovygreat Sums at Intereſt, to carry on the Var in which 
weare engag'd, muſt yer, it they have any Heart, tcel it heavy 
to refte&t on the Debrs of the Nation, thou the Lenders 
ſhould be zll Engliſh; But Dr. Lock advites it as a iſe Thing, 
he recommends it as a Piece of Policy, to borrow at High Uſu- 
ry of Foreigners. Thus to make our ſelves not the Head, but the Tail 
of Nations, 

Shall we now ſay, that the Famous Dr. Lock had noc the Or- 
dinary Underftanding of a Man, or that he was ſway'd by 
Vile and Unworthy Conſiderations? 

The Do&or, in his Preface, Dared Nov. 7. 1691. tells us, 
That his Papers concerning Intereſt were writ abour 20 Years 
before; and begins his Tract by a Solemn Atnrmation, that he 
is little concern'd in Paying or Receiving Intereſt. Now this 
"Tract onghr ro be confider'd as written in 1691, and if rhe Do+ 
Gtor had Moneys in that Year, though not 20 Years before, he 
ar beſt equivocares. This I am intorm'd was the Caſe ; and 
"tis well known, that as he was a long Trader in Money, ſo at 
his Death he Jefr near 10000 I. And when we 
conſider this, and what he has publiſh'd, it does not ſeem at all| 

:ncharicable, but highly rational to conclude, that he did not 
believe himielt, bur tor his Private End thought it worth his 
while to abuſe his Country, and tye it down to a High Rate of 
Ulury, that he might live lazily on the Corrupt Gain 

It has been a great Unhappineſs to the Nation, that while Men 
have been engag'd with Parry Heats and Jealouties, the Ulurer, 
the New Man with Money, has by the Neglett of this, which 
really concerns All, run away with a Number of rhe Eſtates of 
All. 

The Uſurer, as fuch, is of no Party, bur equally deſtroys all 
Parties; and let him have the Name ct a Doctor, let him be 
of what Degree or Quality he pleates, Jet his Pretence be whar 
iT will ro thoſe with whom he agrees in other { hings, vet in 
this he ſtands juſtly ſuſpeRed, as being entirely in hy own In- 
tereſt, againſt the Intereſt and Comtortable Being of all the 
reſt of Mankind. 

'Tis indeed atime of Heavy Prefſure on the Land-Gwyner and 
the Merchant: Weſee every Day Men, that 11: the Qpinion cf 
others, Fair and indifferent judges, are not « jot water thin Gren- 
tlemen whoic Fortunes . happen to be in Land or Trade ;; 
yer while theſe latter can ſcarce, with all their Foretight, In- 
duſtry, and IFrugality, keep themlclves above Water, rhe For- 
mer, 1 mean the Men of Money, living careletly and pleaſura- 
bly, heap up Wealth, and fome of them have rais'd Eſtates of 
the firſt Magnitude. 

Merhinks the Money'd Man, after a long ſweet time of Gain 
by Ufurious Methods on the Crown, and by preying on the In- 
duſtry of his Fellow Subjects, after having been permitted ro 
{lip his Neck, as trom the Collar, from all Publick Taxes and 
Duties which have been born by others leſs able ; I ſay, me. 
thinks afrer his fleecing the Narion tor 18 Years paſt, he might 
now at laſt find in his Heart and Conſcience to conſent to, and 
even promote an Abatement of his Gain : Bur it not, "tis how- 
ever hop'd the Overburthen'd, and at Jaſt Provok'd Land-Own- 
ers, and Merchants, of all Parties, though they may otherwiſe 

differ, will not ſhut their Eyes againſt their own Preſervation, 
but unite againſt a common Grievance, a Great Publick Evil, 
by reducing Ulury from its preſent BitingRare, to 4 per Cen. 
for the Benefit and Neceſlary Relief of themſelves and their 
Country. FR

bour of our People. Onr Trade to Turkey has been generally carried on by exporting Manu- 
fattures, and not Money ; and I think many of my Papers have demonſtrated, that that to 
France has been carrie4 on by exporting Money and not MannfaQures. 

The exporting our Money to France pays nothing at all to our Lands, nothing to the La- 
bour of our People: 

If we {honld leave off the Conſumption of our Turkey wrought Silks to the Value of 
500,000 1. p:r Amun, and conſume ſuch a Value of the French Silks, the landed Intereſt 
would loſe the ſending that 50,ccol. Value of Wooll to Tnrkey, without finding any new 
Market tor her Woollen Manufactures in France. 

The French Silks too are already manufattur'd to the utmoſt Perfe&ion, fo that nothing at 
all is left for the Labour of our own People, they would loſe the Wages they now earn 11 
the manufacturing the Turkey Silks, which I have ſhewn betore, amounts to 4c0,cco 1. per 
Annum, trom the Labour beſtowed upon the Cloth exported for Turkey to the Silk upon the 
Ladies Backs. And what muſt they do when they ſhall be deprived of all theſe Wages? The 
Anſwer is very eaſy, they muſt be maintained at rhe Charge of the landed Intereſt. 

The Difference 1s only this : The half Part of the Turkey Trade pays and faves to the 
Lands 5cc,cco l. per Amum. If that Trade ſhall be given up to make way for that of France, 
the landed Intereſt muſt loſe the ſelling annually 50,000 l. Value of her Wooll, and muſt 
alſo be burthened with as many Poor as are now fſubſiſted for 4co,0001. per Annum, with- 
out any Charge at all to the Lands ; for France, which by the Suppoſition is only to receiv; 
our Money, cannot by any Poſſibility eaſe us of any Part of that Charge.

HE B7LL is founded upon Untruc Suggeſtions in the Preamble, (//z.) 

That their Servinz Pariſh, Ward and Leet:Offices, takes up ſo much of thetr 

Time, that they cannot perform their Truſt in their Trade, nor Attend their 
Patients according to their Duty. 

Whereas their Truſt in their Trade is only to Make up and Compound , by 
themſelves and Servants, ſuch Medicines as arc Preſcribed by the Phy/1c:an , or 
Directed by the Diſpenſatory ; And what they do more than this, is beſides their 
Duty and Truſt,and not allowed by Law : For by the Statute of 14 &S 15 #78 cap.5. 
and by an Ordinance of the Coledze of Phyficians, the Apothecariec are prohibited 
ro Adminiſter, Adviſe or Preſcribe Phy/ick, under a Penairy. And the Statute of 
32 H 8 cap.qo.doth nor Intruſt the Apothecarzes with the Judgment of their Drugs 
and Wares ; but Ordains that Four Phyſicians ſhall be Yearly Sworn to Search and 
Try them, and to burn and deſtroy ſuch as they ſhall not find good. And their 
Duty is, To carrv and ſend Medicines and their Wares to their C#/tomers and 
Paticats, as other Trade{men do ; which is generally done by their Servants, with a 
Dircion in Writing on; thereunto affixed. 

The po. hecaries Pruccdings, in Endeavouring to Obtain this B 7 LL, is very 

Unequal an.. &@parria] : 

For by their Bi//.-hey would be Excuſed their Service of Pariſh and Ward Offices, 
(Viz) Charchwardeus, Overſeers of the Poor, Conſtables, Scavengers, and Queſt: Men, 
which are of great Necetſity and for Common Good and ſeldom or never happen 
to any Man more than Once , which they may Exccute either by themſelves, or 
Deputies. For the Pariſh Offices,as Churchwardens and Overſeers of the Poor , arc 
Exccurcd at ſuch Times as they themſelves Appoint ; and may be,andare Executed 
as well by Some as by Ain Eaſe of each other : And the Ward:Offices,as Conſtable 
and Scavenzer , They may ſefve cicher by Themſelves or by a Depnty ; And ſuch

Serve for him in his Turn. 
And yet the 4pothecaries Seek and Serve ſuch Oihices as require much preater 
Attendances, and muſt be Executed 7x Perſon, and not by a Deputy ; as Aldermens 


Deputies, Common-Council Men, Governors of Hoſpitals, Commiſſioners of Lieutenancy, 
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and Sewers, and /[i/itary Offices ; and are as Buſy in the Eleftions of Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, Sheriff's, Chamberlain, Auditors of the Cities Accompts,Bridge- Maſters, and 
other Officers: And their Care of their Patients is not fo prevalent, as to Induce 
chem to q#/?, or not to ſeek ſuch Employments, as make either for their ZZoxovr or 
Tatereft. Which evidently ſhews, The Apothecaries Delign is not to ſave their7zwe, but 
their 2y,in providing a Deputy; and to pur the Trouble and Charge upon their poor 
Neighbours,that they may rcap the Benefir of rheir Neighbors Trouble and Experce. 

The -{pothecaries have not the ſame Reaſon to be Excus'd from Pariſh and Ward- 
Offices as the Phy/icians have : For that the Phyſicians muſt Perſonally Attend their 
Paticnis,,nd Exerciſe their Faculty ; and cannot Go it by Others, as the Apothecaries 
ma, 2494 Go. | 

The 71425 pretended to be taken for Excuſe, are never Demanded of any ; bur 
ſometimes at the Defire of ſuch Perſons as are Excuſed, Finzsare taken and applied 
to the Publick Uſes of their reſpeAtive Wards and Pariſkes, and not otherwile : 
And are cxnrefly forbid by Common-Council, to be applicd to Feaſting, or any ſuch 
Ules, as the A4pothecaries in their CASE pretend. 

The/xe:ption deſired by thisBIL L,Extends to all other Towns and Corporations in 
Fuilwnd,vhere the dpoth:caries thar would be Exculed trom Offices are (in proportion 
to Others, who are liable ro Serve theſe Offices) as Numerous as they are in London. 

Nato, The Fxemprions from Pariſh and Ward:Ofices within the City of Londen, 
are {il and fo many already, that there is rather need of a Law to oblige Other 5 
to Serve thele Offices cither in Perſor or by Deputy, tor the Common Good, (c{pecially 
it this Time, when Taxes and Cfices are fo many ) rather than Excule more ; Which 
tends to 0 great Oppretiion of the Subject, but more particularly of the Meancr ſort .

H E College of Phyſicians obſerving that their Forbearance to proſeo © 4. 

Apothecaries who practis'd Phylick, was fo far abuſed by them, as to be utc: 

preted a Submitlion, that the Apothecarzes had a Right fo to do, and that every 

Apothecary in the "Town pretended to undertake. even the 1::0ſt dangerous Dit 

eaſes; they thought it time to ſtop this growmg Evil, looking upon them- 

{lves to be under an indiſpenſable Oblgation of performing that Truſt which 
firſt the Letters Patents of King Henry 8. and afterwards the Legiſlature of this Kingdom 
had repoſed 1m them. 


In purſuance of which Truſt, they gave Directions tor the bringing an Action againſt 
Mr. Roſe an Apothecary, tor practiſing Phyſfick within 7 Mules of London, without having a Li- 
cence trom the Preſident and College of Phyficzans, contrary to the Letters Patents dated Sep- 
temb. 22. 1c H.$. and Act of Parliament of 14 and 15 H. 8. c. 5. confirming the find Letters 
Patents, whereby for the preſerving the Happineſs of the People, and tor the preventing the Mifſ- 
chets which then began to ariſe by the Boldneſs of 11] men who pretended to Phyſick, whereby 
many Miſchiefs had happened to the Credulous and Ordinary People, m untation ot the good 
Inſtitution of Foreign Nations, certain Phyſicians in the ſaid Letters Patents and Act of Par- 
lianent mentioned, and all others of the Faculty of Phyſfick then of and in Loudon, were incor- 
porated by the Name of the Preſident and College or Commonalty of the Faculty of Phyſick, London ; 
and were thereby by that Name unpowered to plead or be unpleaded; and it was enacted, That 
no Perſon thould within the faid City or 7 Miles i compals thereof exerciſe Phylick, unleſs. 
thereto Licented by the ſaid Preſident and Commmonalty tor the time being, by Letters Patents 
under their Common Seal, under the Penalty ot payment of 51, for every Month he ſhould fo 
exerciſe the ſaid Faculty of Phyſick; one Motety thereot to be to the King, the other to the 
Preſident and College. 


To this Aciion Mr. Roſe pleaded the General Tfue; and the Cauſe coming to be tryed by 
Aijr Prius 11 Middleſex, the Jury tound a fpectal Verdict ; to wit, |

But whether the 1aid Mr. &of: did practiſe Phyſick within the Intent of the Letters Patcyts 
and Act of Parliament, the Jury pray 'd the Advice of the Court. 

This Special Verdict was argued three ſeveral tunes by Councel at the Queon's Ponch Part 
and laſt Michaelmas-Term, after great Conſideration, all the [udves unanumoult!y gave fucoment 
tor the College, to wit, 'That theſe Vacts did amount to practifing Phylick within the meaning 
of the Act of Parhament. ' 


On which Judgment Mr, Roſe has brought a Writ of Error m Partunent, and has aftigned 


the general Errors, to which the Preſident and College have picaded, There 1s no Error.

Anſ, This Objection never had any Foundation ; for as appears by ſeveral (Orders of the Col- 
icpe, its Members were alway's enjoyned to give advice to the Poor gratzs, and that not only: to 
fich as could come to then tor it ; but every Phyſczan in his refpective Netghbourhood, is oblioed 
rg viſit the Sick-Poor at their own Lodgings. And when theſe Orders were obſerved not to 
ve their full intended effect, becauſe of the high Prices that the Apctheearzes conmonly demand- 
ed for the Remedies preſcribed, whereby the Poor were deterr'd trom conſulting the Phyſicim tor 
tear of the Charge of the Phy lick, the College (after the A4pothecarzes retufal to aftord Phyſick to 
the Poor at 4 more moderate Rate than the Rich paid tor it ) by a Joynt Stock erected foveral 
Diſpenfaries in the Town, where after the Phyſictans have given their Advicegratis, the Patients ma y 
have the Phyſick preſcribed for a third part (or leſs generally) of what the Apotbecaries uſed to 
exatt for it : by which Expedient many Hundreds as well Servants, as other Perſons of mean 
condition, every week receive their Cures at a very {mall Expence, and without one Farthing 
profit to the Phyſict.ms. | 


Sg that if the Apothecaries ſhould now lay any ſtreſs upon this Objeftion, many thouſand Poor 
Patients who every Year receive charitable Relief trom the College-Phyſiciars and the Diſpenſaries 
will more thau ſuffice to ſhew the weaknels of 1t. And Seale humfelt in this Cafe of Keje, may 
{ve for an evident initance how 11 gronnded th:s ObjeFion 1s. For when Rofe had given hin

Cafes. as Apoplexics, &c. which require ſpeedy afliſtance, and cannot wait the coming of a Dodor..

Put tor the Jotbecary to have leave to judge of beginning Dicaſes, whether they are fjight or 
nc. aud to order Medicines for the fame, will prove both D.ngerous to the Subject, and often 
more Chargeable too. Danger ous, becauſe the moſt mal:gnant Ditextes uſually begin with ſeemingly 
in onfideralle Symptoms, as perhaps a Cold or {mall Head-acht; fo that many, even difcreet Peo- 
piv, are too often catch'd thereby, believing they ayle no great matter, the Maligmity many 
tins wot diſcovering it ſelf in its proper Colours tall after ſome Days. Now an Apothecary can- 
not judge of. tuch Diteaſes, whether they are like to prove Dangerons or not, becauſe he 1s not bred 
to have fuitable Skijl, nor has given proof. betore Competent Judges that he has ſo; and there= 
tore the management thereof ought not to be left to his Judgment. Chargeable, becaule let the Dif- 
exe be never ſo tnght, the Apothecary wall be ſure to preſcribe enough ; and it he thould miſtake the 
Dijcale, then that Diſtemper which by the diſcreet Advice of a Phyſi:2am mught by one proper 
Nudicew? ave been cut up by the Roots at the beginning, now runs out into great length to the 
catreme hazard and great Charge of the Patient.

If the mifthicts be conſidered that daily hapned. betore the granting the 1aid Letters Patents, 
and pating the Act (as 1s recited in the Preface thereot) by the too. great Liberty of Prati- 
{iivg Phylick, and the dangers into which the People too often fell, which are thereby prevented, 
by reſtraining unsk1}tul Perfons from intermeMing un thoſe things wiuch they do not under- 
land, tis to be hoped their Lordihips wall induced to allow theſe Letters Patents, and 
this Act of . Parliament their tull Legal effect, in order to ſuppreſs Quacks and Empiricks, 
tor the $ccurity of all the Queens Subjects in general, but more eſpecially the common People, 
who as they have always been moſt impoſed on by illiterate Pretenders to $kill in Phyſick, fo 
they were principally deſigned to be ſecured from ſuch Practifers by the wife Proviſion of that

O prevent the Miſchiefs ariſing from Ignorance, or Temerity in the Admini- 
ſiration of Medicines, King "T-ry the VIIIth, by his Charter eſtabliſhed 
the CoLLEGE oF PHYsSICIAxS, excluding all Perſons, who ſhould not be 
lifenced by them, from the Practice of Phytick within London, and ſeven 
Miles thereof: Which Charter was ſoon afterwards confirmed by Parhament, and the 
ſaid Excluſjon from Practice extended all over England. 

And to prevent the like Miſchiefs in the Preparation of Medicines, the faid Col- 
lege were by ſubſequent As directed to ele, yearly, Four of their Fellows, who, 
after taking an Oath of Office, were impowered (with the Atſiſtance of the Wardens 
of the Company of Grocers and Apothecaries) to viſit all Apothecaries Houſes within 
Londen only, and to deſtroy fuch Drugs and Medicines as they thould find defective ; 
which Power of Vi/itation was afterwards, by a Charter of King James the Iſt, ex- 
tended to the Diſtance of ſever Miles round Londen. | 

Bi the Excrcife &f this laſt Power beins limitted to four: Pertons, tte; aps 
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(and win, heing the Gen mot iuftrions lviembers of the College may by capPUied to 
declare the Senſe of the whole Body) ſo very inſuflicient tor ſupprefling the variety 
of Abuſes intended to be remedied, that at her Defire, and for the more effeftually 
preventing thoſe Abuſles, the faid King very ſoon after, by another Charter, formed 
the Apothecaries of L5ndn into a diſtinct Society, with the like Powers of Viſitation, 
and expreſsly prohibited all Perſons from exerciling the Bufinets of an Apothecary with- 
in ſeven Miles of Lenden, unleſs firſt examined, approved, and licenſed by the faid 
Soctet 'Y. 

Txruz it is that the YVa/zdity of the ſaid Charter being doubtful, and the Extent of 
the Powers thereby granted uncertain, and there beirg no Provition for rectifying any 
Abuſe of thote Powers, the ſaid Society have ever been very cautious in the Exerciſe 
thereof, and of late Years efpecially, have kept up the Ferm only of a Viſitation; Whence 
it has happened, that ſeveral ignorant, and illiterate Perſons have been encouraged to en- 
ter upon the Butineſs of an Apothecary, whillt others, of perhaps a more regular Edu- 
cation, and better Knowledge, have in order to engroſs the "Trade, by under-ſelling the 
tair Apothecary, ventured to compound their Medicines of damaged, ſtale, and coun- 
terfeit Ingredients ; fo that upon the whole, great Quantities of pernicious Medicines 
have bcen fold in the Neighbourhood of London, and trantmitted into all Parts of the 
Kingdom. 

Turss Practices being notorious, the College in 1722, procured the Act of Parlia- 
ment (now propoſed to be revived) to eſtabliſh their Power of Viſitation agreeable to 
their Charter.

A Colleion of ancient Medals, once the beſt in Europe, is embez- 
zled and quite loſt. There has been no ſupply of Books from abroad for 
the ſpace of Sixty years laſt : nor any allowance for Binding ; fo that many 
valuable Manuſcripts are ſpoil'd for want of Covers: and above a Thouſand 
Books printed in England, and brought in Quires to the Library, as due 
by the A& for Printing, are all unbound and uſeleſs.

Ir 
is hop'd the Conlideration, tiat the Importation will be hereby {o little 
diminiſh'd, that the Old Dury will ſtand Good, and the New Duty 
yield more to the Fund than 1t at preſent reve.vres from this High Duty,

nutaCture will be fo much leſſen'd, that moſt of the Mills muſt be ruin'd, and the Makers with their 
Families become a Charge to their reſpective Pariſhes. "The ſame may be ſaid of the Parchment-makers. 

Secozaly ; The Printing Trade now conſumes the greateſt part of the Paper ; but if this Duty be 
laid, the Conſumption will not be the halt of what it now is, ftew Books (but what are of abſolute Ne- 
ceſſity) being now printed, by reaſon ot the preſent Advance upon Paper, much lefs will then be able 
to bear the Chargeof the Preſs, when {o greata Duty ſhall be laid upon the Commodity, This wil 
ruin ſome hundreds of Bookſellers, Bookbinders, Printers, and others depending on that Trade. "Theſe 
things conſidered, the Decay will much reduce the Duty. 


As for the Tax upon Goods now in Merchants and other Hands ; for this (as is humbly conceived) 
there 15 no Precedent. Ina)l Cuſtoms and Excile, there never yet was ſuch a Retroſpection : For tho 
it may be urg'd, that thoſe poſle(sd of thee Goods, would ratte their Price proportionable to this Du- 
ty, altho by them not paid; yctit is to be conſi.lerd, rhat thoſe Merchants and Stationers will have 
Quantities of theſe Goods when the Duty ceaſes, and conſequently their then Loſs will be as oreat as 
ther now Gazn, Allo they will hereby 5e labie to pay 17 7.

The Stationers humbly conceiye tis apparent, That the Com- 
miſhoners Agents have a greater Advantage than the Stationers, 
in char the Commiſſioners ſend down the Goods to their Agents 
in the Country, ready Stamped, and Prepared for Uſe, who do 
not return the Money for them till che Goods are Sold : And 
out of the King's Duty, as well as Goods, have an Allowance 
of 184. inthe Pound, Bur the Statzoners,” whoſe proper Live- 
lihood it 15, and as ſuch ought to have the greater Encourage- 
ment, have but Three Months Credit, or an Allowance of 3s. 
in 10/7. for prompt Payment. 

The Statzorers were put under great Difhculries by che Single 
Luty, and humbly hope, That th's Honourable Houſe will to 
tar conlider their Condition, that their Trade ſhall not Suffer 
in ſo great a meaſure, as it will do by this Double Duty, 
unleſs ſome Relief be given to them ; which they humbly Pro- 

poſe may be, by having the ſame Diſcount upon prompt Payment, as 
the Commulhoners Agents have, weth Credit : Which rhey 
humbly conccive will be no Prejudice to the Reyenue, in that it 
will encourage People to bring 1n Ready Money.

THAT the Commiſſioners of the ſaid Duty have not only diſpers d all forts of Velum, Paper and 
Parchment, ready $tampr, into all Parts of the Kingdom, (which, before the ſaid At, was ſupplied by 
the Stationers,) but do licewife tel] by Retail, at their Office at [:acolas-Inn, and in Southwark; and in 
order to Engrots the whole Trade, they have diſperſed Printed Liſts of the Goods they ſell, with the 
Frizes of them ; publiſh d Advertiſements of the fame ; and diſcourage Attorneys, &c. from bringing 
their own Goods to be Stampt,by telling them they need not give themſelves that Trouble,for they may 
be ſupplied with Goods ready .Stampt at their Office, They likewiſe ſhut up their Stamping. Office 
at Six at Night ; but their Selling-Office they keep open till Seven. AJl which will be the utter Ruine 
of the Stationers, who have obain'd their Trade by Servitude, and are incorporated to exerciſe the ſame. 


There are but Three Stationers that ſupply the Commiſſioners, and thoſe Undertakers have engroſs'd 
the greateſt part of the Parchment in the Kingdom ; by which means, the Frice thereot is advanced at 
leaſt 4 -, in every 207, | 

T HAT the faid Commilſioners do allow all their Agents in the Country Three Months Credit, 
and Eighteen-pence in the Pound ; bur have refuſed to make the Stationers the like Allowance, on pay- 
ment of preſent Money. 


Objef, It is Objeted by the Commiſſioners, That they offer 'd the SuPplying of the Kingdom to the Com- 
pany of Stationers, upon their giving Security. 

Asſw. It was Anſwer'd by the Maſter of the ſaid Company, That it was not only impraRticable fo: 
them to give Security : but if they ſhould undertake the whole Trade, it would be look'd upon as 
2 Monopoly in them ; for that the Profit of the Goods could be divided amongſt thoſe only that 
had Shares in the ſaid Company, which not One in Twenty cr Thirty have ; and the greateſt part 
of thoſe that have Shares are Bookſellers and Printers, and do not trade in Velum, Paper or 
Parchment. 

Object. It is ailo Objected by the Commilſioners, That they fell mnch Cheaper th.1; the Sraticners ; aud 
that the Stationers, 1n ſome things, get avove 1001. per Cent, 

Aaſw. The Stationers, before the 1aid ACt was pur in exccution, did Petition the Commiſſioners, 
and afterwards the Lords of Their Majeſty's Treaſury, tor an Allowance on Prompt-payment, 
that they might be enabled to fell their Goods at the utual Price , but could not be relieved : Yet 
'tis well known, and has been proved, that the Staticners, notwithitanding they have loſt three 
parts of their Trade, do {til] ſell ar the uſual Price over and above the King's Duty, except only 
in a ſingle Blank or two, or {ingle Sheet of Paper, tor which the Stationers are ofter.-times called 
up at unſeatonable Hours ; and which 1s fo inconliderable, that ir does not pay Portridge, or Ser- 
vants Shooe-leather to and from the Office. This Objection is rais d by the fale of fix Stampt- 

-* Bonds, and fix Stampt Sheets of Paper only, delignedly bought by Colonel Harley (one of the 
Srationers that ſupplies the Commilſioners) of Mr. Fizcext ; which is a very ſmall Quantity of 
Goods, to make a Compariſon of Hundreds by, 


The Stationers always deal with the Attorneys in the Country, as well as thoſe in Town, and are 
ſent ro for Goods ready Stampt, for which they are obliged ro give Credit ; fo that they not only run 
oreat Hazards -ot loſing their Commodity, but the Duty alfo. But the Commiſſioners Agents run no 
Hazard at all, nor are no Money out ot Pocket ; the Gocds being ſent down to them from the Com- 
miſſioners, for which they are obliged to return their Money bur once in 1 hree Months, and then tor no 
more than what they have diſpoſed ot. So tis humbly hop d (there being always a dittzrence between 
Ready-Money and Time) the Startoners ought rather ta have had a greater Allowance than the Com- 
mifſioners Agents ; for they did not defire any Crecit to be given ro taxm, but propoſed the Payment 
of Preſent Money.

colourably thence taken, by the Maſters and Wardens of the Stati- 
oners Company. and other Patentees, to the very great Preju- 
dice, and publick Damage of the Nation, by inhauncing the Price 

: of Books, and alſo to the Impoveriſhment of the generality of 
the Members of that Company, viz. Printers, Bookſellers, Book- binders, Haberdaſl:- 
ers and ſeveral other conlider able Traders , who have been thereby reſtrained from the 
moſt benehicial part of their Ancient Trade and Right by their Apprenticeihip. 

King James 1. about the thirteenth Year of his Reign, granted to the Maſter, War- 
dens and Comminalty of the Myſtery of Stationers, London, a Patent of Priviledge to 
Print, Utter and Sell all manner of Primers, Pfalters, Pſalms, Almanacks, and ſe- 
veral other Books, for ever, with a Clauſe of Prohibition to all others ; therein alſo 
giving Power to the ſaid Maſter, Wardens and Aſſiſtants to make By-Laws for the man- 
agement of the ſaid Patent; who have fo cfectually contrived their own Profit therein, 
that for thirty Years laſt paſt they have conſtantly divided above 121. per ceat. yearly, 
beſides other frequent and more private Dividends, and extravagantly clargable Feaſt - 
ings, out of the Profits of the thus monopolized Trade ( excluding the generality of 
the Members of that Company from auy Benefit of the aid Patent, though it was grants 
cd to the whole Body, ) 

In the year 1652. they did, by the Solicitation of Sir F. Le-ftrange, obtain the ſaid Act, 
uz der the ſpecious Colour of Preventing Seditions, Scandalous, and Treaſonable Books, &c. 
wiiciindeed was pi mcipally by themdeligned toſupport their iarended Monopoly; for in 
a very ſhort Time after they purciafed into their Hands ſeveral other Patents, which they 
had fer Agents on to beg of the theaking-: To purchaſe which Patents they have engag'd 
the Corporations Inheritance, and brought a Rent-charge thereon to almoſt 600o!.: per 4/27. 

And then 
confederating with other Pateiitees, Bibles and the generality ef other Books cf publick 
and general uſe were got into Patents, and that ſo comprehenlive, that near ſeventy ſeve- 
ralPooks were got into one Patcnt,and thereby advanced to above double the Price they 
were fold for before. And ro 7.curc their Monopoly from expiring, and to tye up the 
Crown therein from inveſting any others during that Time, they obtained two or three 
Patents for the ſame Books, to take place in Reverſion almoſt to an hnndred Years to 
come.

To the Conſideration of the Honourable Houſe of Commons, for mak- 
ing more effeftual an Af, paſſed in the Eighth Year of the Reign 
of her late Majeſty Yreen Anne, Intitled, An Act for the Encou- 
ragement of Learning, by veſting the Copies of Printed Books 
in the Authors or Purchaſers of ſuch Copies during the Times 
therein mentioned, 


HE preſent Application to Parliament is not propoſed to eſtablith a 
WP perpctual Right in Copies, but only to give Authors and their Af- 
RS fignes a longer Term in them, than is limited by the Act of the 
EW * Eighth of the late Queen; and in Order to ſupply the Deficiencies 
AE In that AR, by more effeQually ſecuring to Authors and their Af- 
ſignes, that Property which the Parliament then thought fit to give them, 


AND. beſides the Reaſons already given, it may be proper to obſerve, that, before 
the making of this Ac, Authors were deemed to have an abſolute Right in their 


Compoſitions, as the Product of their own Labour and Ingenuity, to be preſerved 
for Themtelves and their Affignes: as appears by the Opinion of that eminent 
Lawycr, the late Lord Chief Juſtice C5ke, who by his Will deviſed to his Poſterity 
the Right of Reprinting all the Books which he wrote. 


BUT as the Law had not perhaps provided adequate Puniſhments, for ſuch Per- 
ſons as ſhould invade the Property of others, and as fuch Practices prevailed to the 
creat Diſcouragement of learned Men, from writing and compiling uſeful Books ; 
and in Order to aſcertain the Penalties which Perſons ſhould incur, who ſhould 
print the Property of others ; and that Bookſellers and Others might be enabled 
to give Authors a ſuitable Reward for their Labours ; the Parliament thought 
proper, by a Publick Law, to enact, That the Property of the Copy in Books ſhould 
be in the Author for Fourteen Y cars; and impoſes Penaltics upon Perſons printing 
the ſame within that Time. 


_ By this AR, learned Men have been incited to write and compile many Books, 
from whence the Publick has not only received the Advantages ariſing from uſeful 
Knowledge, but has laid the Foundation of a Property now become very valuable, 


and of a Manufacture which employs great Number of Hands, and is attended 
with many Advantages. | 


To conſider this Matter either with Reſpect to the Encouragement of Learning, 
or as the Foundation of a Trade and Manufacture of Benefit to the Publick; in 


either 


(=; 
either Light, it is conceived it deſerves Encouragement, if it may be done without. 
any Inconvenience or unjuſt Reſtriction upon the common Right of the Subje&, and 


then it will come to be confidered by what Means ſuch Encouragement may moſt 


properly be given. 


AS it concerns Learning, 1t 1s to be conſidered that many learned Men ſpend their 
whole Lives in compoling one uſeful Book; and the only Fortune they can leave to 
their Families, perhaps, is the Profit to ariſe from ſuch Work, 


WHETHER the Author prints this Work himſelf, or ſells it to another upon ſuch 
Terms as he voluntarily thinks fit, 1s equally the fame ; and the Purchaſer of ſuch 
Copy from the Author ought to be contidered as the Author himielf, and as ſtanding 
in his Place; for neither the Author himſelf can receive any Advantage, nor can u 
Bookſeller give ſuch Author any due Recompence for his Labour, if another Perton, 
who has paid no Confideration whatſoever, may be at Liberty to print the fame Book; 
and in Proportion as ſuch Property or Copv-Right is made ſecure to the Author, to 
will the Reward be that a Bookiller will or can afford to give him tor it. 


Thr Property in Copies, as it ftands ſecured by the Act of the Eighth of the late 
Queen, 1s conceived to be deficient, inaſmuch ay the Term thereby limited is too 
ſhort, and the Penaltics are of tuch a Nature, as are not ſutficient to anſwer the In- 
tent of that Law. 


THAT the Term is too ſhort, appears in ſeveral Inſtances where uſeful Books 
have been publiſhed, but have not for many Years, much longer than a Term of 
Fourteen Years, received Encouragement from the Publick ; as in the Inſtances of 
vir Walter Raleish's Hiſtory of the World, and Mz/to''s Poetical Works, not 
to mention many others ; and yet theſe Picces have ſince been juſtly looked upon 
among the maſt walnahle Wihelo thie Crnntry hace pradnecd 


AND leſt the Price of Books ſhould be made an Objection, it may be Pro- 
pc” to obſerve, that a Bookſeller purchaſes the Copy of an Author at his own 
Riſque, and without knowing what Succeſs or Reception it will meet with from 
the Publick, and 1s very often a Sufferer thereby ; and if the Book is fo fortunate 
as to be approved, it 1s to be conſidered, that as the Bookſeller pays a large Price 
for the Copy, and has but a Term of Fourteen Years, to he cannot venture to 
print a large Impreſſion, leſt it ſhould not be fold off within that Time ; beſides the 
Hazard of its being printed Abroad and imported into this Kingdom at a leſs Price 
than he can afford to {ell it for : whercas if the importing ſuch Books were re- 
ſtrained, and the Property ſecured to the Author and his Afſignes for a longer Term, 
he might be enabled to print a larger Impreſſion, whereby the Charges upon the 
whole would be diffuſed, and conſequently the Book come chcaper to Market. 


To conlider this Matter.as it concerns Trade, beſides what is afterwards obſerved 
with reſpect to the Duty upon Paper imported, and the Duty upon Printed 
Books imported, it may be neceſſary to remark what is the PraQtice of Foreign 
Countrics in this Particular, 


Is France and Holland, where 'Trade is as much promoted as in any Countries in

And till farther, to encourage 
their own People, and to prevent their Money being carried out of their Country, 
they grant a like Licence to any of their own People, who thall Print or Tranſlate 
the Work of any Foreigner, whereby, and by the Cheapneſs of Paper, thoſe Coun- 
tries are the grand Markets for Books, and ſupply the reſt of Europe. And it is 
{aid, that by the Encouragement which was given to Arts and Sciences by the late 


M. Colbert (among others, to the Art of Printing) above 300,000/7. is annually 
brought into France. 


A FARTHER Diſcouragement attends learned Men and the Art of Printing in this 
Kingdom, by the Liberty taken of late Years by Foreigners to Print our beſt Books 
abroad, and import them into this Kingdom ; which they are well able to do, and 
can underſell the Engl;/h Bookſellers, inaſmuch as fuch Foreigners pay no Copy-Mo- 
ney, and buy their Paper and other Materials for Printing much cheaper than they 
can be purchaſed here ; which is not only a Diſcouragement to Trade, but an 
actual Loſs of fo much Money to this Kingdom as is paid for Books ſo Printed, 
and is alſo a Diminution of his Majeſty's Revenue.

HE Ev1Tor of The HisTory of Sir CHarLEs GRanDisoON had intended 

to ſend the Volumes of it, as he did thoſe of the His Toxy of CLariss- 

HarLows, to be printed 1n Jreland, before he publiſhed them himfclf in Londor. 

Accordingly, when he had printed off fo conſiderable a Part of the Work, as 

would have conſtantly employed the Prefs to which he purpoſed to conſign them, he ſent over 

12 Sheets of the Firſt Volume to Mr. George Faulkner ; intending to folluw it with the reſt, as 
Opportunity offered. 

He had heard an 1ri/þ Bookſeller boaſt, ſome Ycars ago, That he could procure from any 
Printing-Office in London, Sheets of any Book printing in it, while it was going on, and before 
Publication ; and Mr. Faulkner cautioning him on this Subject, with regard to this Work, he 
took particular Care to prevent, as he hoped, the Effects of ſuch an infamous Corruption, as 
it muſt be called ; ſince it could not be done but by bribing the Journcymen or Servants of the 
London Printer. He gave a ſtrict Charge, before he put the Piece to Prefs, to all his Workmen 
and Servants, as wellin PRINT (that it might the ſtronger impreſs them), as by Word of Mouth, 
to be on their Guard againſt any out-door Attacks. This was the Subſtance of the printed Caution 
which he gave to his Workmen, on this Occaſion: ** A Bookſeller of Dub/;n has aſſured me, That 
&* hecould get the Sheets of any Book from any Printing-houſe in London, before Publication. I 
<« hope I may depend upon the Care and Circumſpection of my Fricnds, Compoſitors and Preſs- 
* men, that no Sheets of the Piece I am now putting to Preſs be carricd out of the Houſe ; nor 
* any Notice taken of its being at Preis. It is of great Conſequence to me. Let no Stranger be 
« admitted into any of the Work-rooms. Once more, I hope I may rely on the Integrity anc 
« Care of all my Workmen—And let all the Proofs, Reviles, &c. be given to Mr. Tew/ey”? [hiz 
Foreman], © to take care of.” 

He had no Reaſon to diſtruſt their Aſſurances; molt of them being Perſyns of experienced 
Honeſty ; and was pleaſed with their declared Abhorrei\ce of fo vile a Treachery, and of all 
thoſe who ſhould attempt to corrupt them. Yet, to be {till more ſecure, as he thougnr, he or- 
ered the Sheets, as they were printed off, -to be depolited in a /eparate Waretoute ; the Care 
of whick was entrated oo One, on whom he had lad fuch Obligations, as, it fie Is guilty, has

Such Bookſellers as ſtand in an Author's Stead, by the Purchaſe of his Copy-Rizhr 
paid a valuable Conltderation for it, and made their Purchates borrg fide, upon an 
Opini on of the Security of that Property ; and in Virtue thercot, ſeveral Annuitics 
are fill payable, and many Widows and Families ſtill depend tor thcir Subſiſtance upo!: 
the Right which they have in tuch Copies, and are now Sufferers tor want of an caly 
Remedy to ſecure it. No other Perſon whateyer can pretend any Right or Intercft in 
thoſe Copics, and therefore this Privilege will be no In'ury to any Poly, nor even caule 
the leaſt Damage to any, CxCept perhaps to thoſe Pyrates, W ho, In Contempt of the 
Parliamentary Authority, invaded the former Priviicge grantes in the Caſe ot thoic Copies.

In France and gen 
Paper is an Home ManufaQure, and pays no Duty ; the Printers rhere pay no Copy-Monc 
for the Books they print of ours, and fo can undertell us, when they import them kithies, 
Allow them for theſe Differences, and tecure them their Property in Books, as free from 
Invaſion as the Datch cnjoy theirs in olland, and the Engliſh Book kſcllers will be encouraged 
to print larger Impreſſions of a Work than they dare at preſent, and be thereby enabled to 
icll as cheap as they.

what in all probability the preſent Frands of the Brewers do amount to, 

being ſuch, as it's to be feared, if ſome Care be not ſpeedily taken to 

prevent them, will mightily encreaſe, even beyond one Third Part of 
that Revenue ; notwithſkanding the great Charge (not to mention the great 
Trouble) Hu Majeſty i at, at preſent, and the greater perhaps (under the preſent 
Laws of Exciſe) he muſt be at hereafter, to keep it at the Ebb it's now at, viz. 
That only one Third Part be defrauded. 


E: which purpoſe, I humbly beg leave to inform this Honourable Flouſe, 


To Prove which, 'ris but looking back ro what former Years has 
produced, and comparing them with rhe latter, when they had not ſuch 
Temprations to Defraud as now they have ; by reaſon the Duty even 
at this time is almoſt double ro whar then it was, and has bcen almoſt 
treble ſince His Preſent Majeſty's Reign, which will not be denied, I 
preſume, (viz.) That they have a much greater Temptarion to put them 
upon the Contrivance of Frauds more now than formerly ; For the 
PENALTIES are the ſame now as then, which is all the Check the 
Brewers have. The Trouble and Charge they are at in committing their 
Frauds are the ſame, and nor other than heretofore. 

The Exciſe when at 2 5. 6 4. per Barrel Strong, and 6 4. per Barrel 
Small, did amount to about 680334 l. per Annam,. now at 4 5. 9 4d. 
per Barrel Strong, and 1 5. 3 4. per Barrel Small, does amount to abour 
900000 !. per Annum, according to the Additional Duty, that is, from 
25. 6 4. Strong and 6 d. Small, to 4 5s. 9 4. Strong, and to 15. 3 4. 
Small, which is almoſt double ; the Exciſe ought to come to at leaſt 
I 330000 |. per Annan; according to this Computation it comes ſhort 
430200 |. per Annum : Suppole an allowance of 30000 1. per Annum be : 
made, for the Humour of this Town as well as the Country, running

more of late upon the very Strong or Double Ales than formerly. Sup- 
poſe likewiſe an allowance of 20000 /. per Anuum be made, for the De- 
clenfion of the Brewing Trade of latc years ; though I ſhould think ur 
no very great Task to prove, were it necct{ary, Thar that Trade of late 
is not in the leaſt declined. Bur I ſhall have room to make large al- 
lowances ; therefore, leſt that ObjeCtion ſhould arile, that allo is made 
hcre our. Suppole likewile an allowance of 100co {. per Annum be 
made in the {tcad of Exciſe on the Reratlers of Coflcc, which is more 
than ever was received by that Duty, when the Excile did amount to 
680334 l. per Annum, that Duty helped ro make up the aforclaid Sum, 
which ar this time is on the Berry, and the Duty reccived at the Cu- 
{tom-Houſe. Suppoſe likewite the Diſtillery be the ſame now as then, 
according to the Additional Duty on it, though in fact it is conſidera- 
bly advanced even according to the Additional Duty. All theſe De- 
duttions amount to but 60000 /. per Annmm , which deducted from 
430000 |. there will ſtill remain 370000 7. Tis to be ſuppoſed that 
even then (when the Exciſe was at but 2 5. 6 4. per Barrcl Strong, and 
6 4. per Barrel Small) the Brewers were not all Puritans ; but ſuppoſe an 
Allowance be made for the then fuppos'd Frauds of 50000 7. (though 
upon a Nicer Examination, there would be good reaſon to ſuſpect rwice 
that Sum did nor ſerve their Turns) then the Brewers Frauds will a- 
mount to Four Hundred and Twenty Thouſand Pound per Annym, which 
js conſiderably above One Third Part, There might be much more 
ſaid to {well the aforeſaid 420000 /, per Anmm, ro a much greater 
Sum ; bur it is to be fear'd that even that's much too great to be well 
ſpared at this time. I humbly beg leave to ſhew this Honourable Houle, 
wherein in my humble Opinion, the Frauds of Brewers are Prejudicial to 
the King, to the Subjeds in General, and to the Trade it (elf. 


Firſt, Theſe Frauds are a Diſappointment to the King, by Reaſon thar 
thereby the Exciſe does not anſwer the Sum it was given for; Conlequent- 
ly, the Fund to the Lender of Monies is not ſo Good or Large, as if it 
did fully Anſwer. 


Secondly, They are prejudicial to the Publick in General, by reaſon thar 
if the Brewers paid for all they Brew'd (as in Concience and Truth they 
ought) the leſs Taxes would ſerve turn, Conſequently, are prejudicial 
to the Subjects. | 


Thirdly, Theſe Frauds arc prejudicial to the Brewing Trade; Every 
Perſon that knows the Brewing Trade, knows the preater the Trade, 
the greater Opportunity they have to Defraud ; Inlomuch, that the ve- 
ry {mall Brewers can ſcarce Defraud any, the great Brewers having ſuch 
advantage, do {ell Stronger or berter Drink, more Meaſure, and Cheaper 
than rhe Leſſer ones can, who by rcalon of the want of tuch great Trades, 
have not ſuch great Advantages by Frauds ; The leilker Brewers by this 
means cannot be ſuppoſed to have any Cuſtomers that can make good 
Payment for what they Buy of them; for if they could, moſt certainly 
they would apply themſelves to the great Brewers, where they may re- 
ceive ſuch viſible Advantages, different from whar rhe leſſer Brewers can 
aford them, {o that what few Cuſtomers the leſſer Brewers can be fup- 

poled

poled ro have, they get nothing by, perhaps loſe; ſince then, the 
only Cuſtomers the lefſer Brewers have that they can hope to get by 
are bad, it is very apparent that the Trade thereby is greatly pre- 
judiced ; there will alſo this Conſequence neceſſarily follow (if the Trade 
it ſelf be chus prejudiced) the Publick will be yer further prejudiced, who 


will be obliged to bear ſome Tax levied on them to make good ſuch De- 
ficiency, as may accrue therefrom. | 


The Prevention of which, in my Humble Opinion, lics moſt proper- 
Iy and intircly in the Breaſt of this Honourable Houſe ; thar it may be 
prevented without any other Laws than what alrcady are made, there 
is no doubt 3 But what's the Conſequence 2 Perhaps it will coſt as much 
to have it done, as will be ſaved, which is the {ame thing, almoſt, as 
xt it were permitted ; it cannot be imagined ſuch an Abule wou'd have 
becn permitted fo long, did it lie in the Power of Art, with a Reafon- 
able Charge to have preventcd it; but when we come to refle& under 
whoſe Management this Afﬀair has been for this many Years paſt, and 
at preſent is, namely that Honourable Perion who is at che Head of the 
Trxeatury, there will not be the leaſt hope left us to believe any Judgmenr 
or Art hath been wanting, or can be improved, but what muſt neceſlari- 
ly owe its Birth to this Honourable Houſe, and where thoſe Grievances 
can beit be Redrels'd. 

Now (uppolec rhere were a Penalty inflicted, that every Brewer that 
ſhouid cre and make ule of a Private Back, a Private Tun, or a Private 
Store-Houſe, thould pay 500 /. That every Brewer that ſhould Conceal 
the Quantity of a Barrel of Strong Beer, Ale, or Small Beer from rhe 
Sight of the Gager, ſhould pay 15 1. for cach Barrel ; That every Brewer 
thar ſhould mix Small Beer to Strong Beer or Ale, after rhe Gager has taken 
his Morning Gage, unleſs it be in the Preſence of a Gaper, to pay for 
every Barrel fo mix*d 15 /. For denial of Entry 5o 1. and the other Pe- 
naltics in Proportion, and a Plentiful Reward our thereof to rhe Infor- 
mer. I ay, did this Honourable Houle think ir adviſcable, that ſome 
ſuch Penalrics were Inflicted, not any Brewer of them all would dare at- 
tempt committing the leaſt kind of Fraud ; by which, *tis plain, the 
great Grievance before ſpoken of, would be Redrels'd by fuch Penalties, 
for the Brewer has even under the preſent Penalties rheſe Conſiderations, 
(viz.) Whar Advantage he is like to reap; the hazard he runs; which 
arc threc forts, (viz.) The Penalty, the Charge he is to be at, and the 
Confidence he is neceſſiated ro Repole in his Servants, which, to ſay the 
Truth, arc not Perfons of the greatelt Faith ; Suppoſe the Maſter would 
commit a Fraud, and run the hazard of the ſuppoied Penalties, he would 
not darc to intruſt his Servants therewith, and without their Privicy the 
Maſter cannot commit the Fraud ; Belides, by ſuch Penalrics (as is before 
ſpoken of) His Majeſty would tave ar leaſt 50000 L. per Aznum in the 
Management, and then the 420000 /. per Anaum will be 470000 {. per 
Arnnum difticrence to the King; for where there is a Necellity now to imploy 
Four Officers, Two would ſerve turn, and ſo in proportion in moſt of 
the other Imployments. I humbly hope ir will appear by rhele following' 
Reaſons, that fuch Penalties are nor only of uſe to the King, to the Pub- 
lick in General, by Redretling the Grear Grievances that tall out in the 
matter of the Excile, and the Equality and Preſeryation of the Trade

that cyery Brewer will be left deſtitute of the leaſt ground ro Complain 
thereof, Conſequently, will be preſumed go be Juſt and Reaſonable. 

As thus, Every Brewer that ſhews the Gagers all he hath Brewed, and 
does not Conccal or Defraud any; is not Subject ro the Penalties ; Con- 
{equently, he will have no cauſe to Complain, if he Defrauds nor, he 
will not have any thing to pay, I mearr of the Penaltics ; He that will by 
Day-Light burn his Fingers, cannot hope for pity, or expect lels than to 
teel the tmart thereof. | | 

All the ObjeCtion rhar can be rais'd againſt it, in my humblc Opinion, 
is this, (viz.) If the Brewer's Servants ſhould Defraud any without the 

Maſter's priviry, (uppoled to do it on purpoſe to get the Reward propo- 
ſed ro the Informer) it would be a Hardſhip upon the Maſters. True, 
I ſay fo too ; bur rhere is this Remedy provided by the preſent Laws of 
Exciſe, (for that very purpoic) that it doti lie in the Breaſt of the Com- 
milſionzrs, to mitigate any Penalty ro any degree they pleaſe, taking no- 
thing leſs than double the Duty and the Charge the Officer is at in find- 
ing out the Fraud : It will nor be {uppos'd, I pretume, any thing that 
has but a Countenance like that, would be Inflicted by the Commiſlioners, 
thar make no profit thereby, but ſet to deal Equally between the King 
and the Brewer. I humbly preſume, whar is ſaid before, is (ufficient to 
Convince any Perſor:, at leaft this Unbyaſs'd Honourable Houle, that the 
Objection is fully Anſwer'd ; and I defy the Brewers them{clves, I mean 
the Great ones that have made large Eſtates folely out of Frauds, to 
make any other Objection; and for the leſſer Brewers, (the greater Num- 
ber of the two) I will rake the Liberty to Anſwer for them, that they 
ſhall (if requir'd) Petition this Honourable Houle that tuch an Ac ſhould | 
paſs for the Preſervation of their Trade. 


Note, That upen a Modeſt Computation, every Brewer that mak!s uſe of a Pri- 
wvate Back, a Private Tun, or Private Store-Flouſe, of but a Moderate $iz2 or 
Bizneſs, makes at leaſt 20 1. per Week, which uſed but fax Months will make 
480 |. which will almoſt Anſwer the Penalties propoſed. This, in ny humble 
Opinion, ſhews, the Penalties propoſed are not Extravazant. 


Note alſo, That the preſent Penaltics are for a Private Back, a Private Tun, 
or a Private Store-Fouſe, go l. For every Barrel of Drink concealed vr mixed, 
(as before) 11. For d nial of Entry, 15 l. And the rep. of the Penalties propor- 
tionable, which have hitherto (to the great prejudice of the King, of the Subje@ 
in gernal, and to the Trad: is ſelf) proved Inſufficient.

Tar, 
This, with humble Submiſſion, will deſtroy Ninc Parts in Ten 
of this Manufacture ; for thoſe Cards which are now bought 
for 3d. can't then be afforded under 107. or a Shilling; tor 
every hand through which they pats, will add 2 Gain in Conſti- 
deration of the Tax impoſed, and theretore the Gencrality of 
the People will buy none ar ll. 

It any of your Honours hope by this Tax to ſuppreſs expen- 
ſive Card-playing, 

It is anſwer'd, That the common Sort who play for innocent 
Diverſion, will by this Tax be only hinder'd ; for thoſe ſharp 
Gamelters who play tor Money, but do not uſe the Twentieth 
part of the Cards Sold, will not by this Tax be diſcourag'd ; for 
thoſe who play for many Pounds at a Game will not be hinder'd 

by paying 12. per Pack: And the Deſtruction of this Manufa- 
_ Eture will be attended with theſe 11] Conſequences. 

Firſt, Nothing (in compariſon) will be (clear of all Charges) 
raiſed by this Duty impoſed. 

Secondly, All that depend upon thus Manufacture will be ren- 
der d incapable to maintain their ntmcrous Fanmlies, or pay their 
Debts. 

Thirdly, The Engliſh Paper ManufuCtinre (which is the Mid- 
dle of the Cards} will be extreamly prejudiced. 

Fourthly, The Importation of the Gexoa White Paper (with 
which the Cards are cover'd) will be very much diminiſhed, and 
in the Conſequence thereot 

Fifthly and Laſily, Her Majeſty will lofe as much Paper-Duty, 
2s the clear Duty on the Cards to be fold will amount unto. 

And if it be intended to charge the Stock in hand, then the 
preſent Poſſefſors will be thereby obliged to pay a Duty for Ten 
times more Cards than ever they will (ell. 


Wherefore it is humbly hoped, That your Honours will not lay 
a Duty, which it s humbly conceiv'd wii! bring no Profit to 
the QUEEN, but inevitably ruin many Hundreds of Her 
Subjefis.

Firſt, Very little, clear of all Charges, will be raiſed by this intendet

a modeſt Computation there are 150 Paper Mills in Exziand, and each ot rhele, 
one with another, Annually make 400 Rheams; one Fourth of which is now 
usd in the ordinary Cards, and none of theſe will (when this great Duty 1$ 
:mpoſed) be ever made. 

Thirdly, Her Majeſty's Cuſtoms ariſing from the Importation of Genoa Pa- 
per, will be Extremely leſſen'd : For it's reatonably tuppos'd Thar there are 
40000 Rheams of Genoa Paper Annually uſed in this Manafatture, which already 
pays Cuſtom 10 d. per Rheam, amounting to 16667. 13s. whiclt by this 1n- 
rended Duty will be quite loſt, the {aid Gemoa Paper being of lutle uſe but in 
Card-making. 

Forrthly, Three parts in Four of the Card-makers, and the many Families 
which depend upon them, will by this intended Tax be inevitably ruin'd : for 
thoſe Card-makers depend upon their Credit; and work 38 Months in 12, tor 
the Winter Seaſon ; and during thoſe 8 Months ſcarce receive enough to find 
their Families with Bread ; and theretore can never pay this great Duty, and 
conſequently not follow their Trade, 

Seeing by this intended Duty her Majeſty's Loſs in her Cuſtoms, the Loſs 0? 
the Merchants importing Paper, of the Stationers who credit the Card-makers, 
of the Wholciale Haberdaſhers, who ſell the Cards, and of the Card-makers, 
will amount to five times more than this deſign'd Tmpoſition can, clear of all 
Charges, be ſuppos'd to raiſe; and five parts ia fix of the Card-makers and

The Generality of theſe Card-makers are Pcor 
Men, and out of the ſmall Gains above can hardly 
maintain their Families: And therefore to impoſe a 
Tax to be immediately paid upon Making by the 
Card-makers, (whoſe Stocks and Abilities are ſo very 
Mean, that they now make hard ſhift to forbear the 
Retailers the ordinary Time of Credit) will bea dire& 
Way to Ruine theſe Poor Men. 

Beſides, there is at preſent a Stock of Cards in the 
Retailers Hands ſufficient for the conſumption of 
Four or Five Years ; and they will afſuredly Sell all 
the Old Stock off, before they take any at the New- 
advanc'd Rate: The Conſequence whereof willlago— 

Firſt, That the Card-makers till that Stock be Sol 

off, can make no New Ones. 

Secondly, That during that Time, They and Their 

Families muft needs Starve.

 HARLES POY ET Coal-Merchant, near Execution-Doc 
in Wapping, having taken a Whart and Yard tor !cvcral Years on 
Leaſe, which Yard is One hundred twenry and fix Foot long, and 
Forty nine Foot broad, being room ſufficient ro lay Two thou: 
 fand Chaldrons oi Coals; and finding, that every hundred Chal- 
drons of Coals that he Sold, Coft him 1n Lighters and Porters Buckwig then! 
Ten pounds : Theſe conſiderations haveput him upon contriving an Engin, and 
after a great deal oi tine and charge bettowed to that purpoſe ; he tas made 
one, which will deliver Coals without the uſe of Lighters, or Porters backing 
them ; tothe Admiration of ſeveral Hundreds of People that came from ali 
Parts to ſee it Work: The Firſt day that it was uſed, it deliver'd 35, ttie Se- 
cond 55, the Third 70, and now it will deliver 1co Chaldrons of Coals into 
his Yard in one day, tor Twenty ſhillings Charge. 

I. This Engin may be uted every day, toi Twenty years together, without 
wanting any repair, and it will deliver as many Coals all the Year rouna, 
as Three thouſand pounds in Lighters, and One hundred Men to work rhem. 

If. It will deliver as many Coals in a Week, tor Six pounds charge, as any 
other Perſon can for Forty : But, it is more eſpecially obſervable, that neither 
this, norany other Engin canbe uled at any other Place, but at his Whart and 
Yard ; tor the Reaſons tollowing.

VI. Ifthis Engin were to be worked but two days in 2 Week, it would bring 
in Forty per Cent Intreſt, and ſhould it be worked cvery day (which is not 
at all unlikely) it would bring in Cexr. per Cent. 

VII. In caſe of the Death ot the Undertaker, the Mony to be return'd with- 
in one Month after, 4t requir'd. | 

And to anſwer all Objections that may ariſe, about the ſafety of their 
Mony in his Hands, he defires all that have a mind to be concern'd, to 
Inquire of his Subſtance, Trade and Reputation, and to conſider the 
Six following Particulars, vzz. 

1. That atter ſo much Mony and time expended by the PorjeQter, every 
thing anſwers beyond Expectation. 

II. That he actually arives a great Trade, which 1s well fcttled, and 
all tor ready Mony. 

III. That his Engin 1s of a far greater Value, than what Mony he Propoſes 
to raiſe. 

IV. It may reaſonably be expetted, that it will turn to as great account, as 
any thing ever did ; the Coal-Trade being one of the greatett concerns, that 
belong to this City, or Suburbs.

Theie 'Wbj=ctions may eaſily be anſwered ; for by, theo 
uſe of this Engin, the Projecter delivers his Coals ove Shilling and ten PLNce in 
every Chaldron, cheaper than he tormer!y could do ; beſides the convent ney 
of ſeeing them Meaſur'd, and buying them cheaper, by rea:on of the auic'- 
Diſpatch ; 

For if a Ship of Two hundred Chaldrons arrives at his Wharf once Day be 
can ciſcharge them the next, beſides the Privilege that he has ot chuſing juch 
Coals as will give all People fatisfa&tion, by reafon of the Flect, always

MAJESTY had taken notice thereof, and ſignified his pleaſure for ſome 
ſpeedy courſe to remeay the ſame; alſo that ſeveral of the Fudges and other 
great Perſonages had diſcourſed thereof, and given advice to your Lordſhip 
to lite purpoſe , which had occaſioned an inquiry to be made into the cauſes of

ing thereof above whar ir is of it ſelf being diſcharged of the Gumme. 
And this is performed either by Dying it upon the Gumme, which is 
near four ounces in the pound, and ought to be boyled off before the Silk 
be D yed, or by uſing ponderous and unlawful ingredients in the Dye ; which be- 
fides the unreaſonable adcition of weight, both { oiles the luſtre and deſtroys the 
firength and ſubſtance of the Silk, 

Wuhereby His Majeſty and hi; good SubjeQts are cheated, His Majeſties Go- 
verninent and the Nation ciſhonoured, our Manufactures of Silk in Forraign 
parts diſelteemed, the trade of the Kingdom in that particular deliroyed, and di- 
vers families both Silk-men and Dyers m their profeſſions exceedingly injured, 

Theſe abuſes were firlt brought into this Kingdom by rangers in King James's 
Raign, witneſſe the ſeyeral Proclamations rnade beth by King James and His 
late Majeliy for the ſuppretſion thereof, and the zeal of His late Majeſty therein. 

Who in the third of His Raign cauſed ſeverall Informations to be exhibited 
again(t divers Silk-men and Dyers , offenders in this kind, upon whom great 
Fines were layed to deter others. 

Afterwards upon the Petition of the Silk-mea, praying to be pardoned of what 
Was palt ; and to be incorporated for the time ro come with power to regulate 
and reform the ſaid abuſes, His Majeity granted a pardon accordingly, and a 
Charter of Corporation tothem with the powers deſired. 99.Car, 

But ugon complaint afterwards made, that this Charter and power was imploy- 
ed to the upholding of the ſaid abuſes (they being the perſons themſelves among, 
and by whom the Frauds were practiſed) His Majelly reſumed the ſaid Chatter. 

The Company of Dyers likewiſe pretend unto.a power by their Charcer to 
Regulate and Reform the ſaid abuſes, by ſearching and ſeizing all heavy Dy-_ 
ed Silk, which ſerves onely for them to demand ſearch-money quarterly,they tol- 
lerating and coniveing at thoſe abuſes which they pretend to ſearch for, and 
ſhould cauſe to be puniſhed, 

Ic having been therefore obſerved, thar it was impoſſible by a bare view (with - 
out knowing the weight of the Silk both beſore and after the Dying) co diſcove: 
the abuſes, and that a ſearch, though duly and ſincerely executed was a ve- 
' ry inſufficient expedient to reforime the ſame ; His Majeſty after all other means 
uſed, and after ſerious conſultation had with the Lords of his Council and o- 
thers, in the 14. year of his Reign, erz&ed an Office for trying and weighing of 
Silk which was gladly embraced by all ſorts of Silk-men, Dyers and Weavets, 
who acknowledged that ir was the onely way for a remidy. 

Unto which Office all perſons dying Silk in the City of Loxdoy were obliged 
co bring their Silk to be viewed, weighed and regittred,both before and after Dy- 
ing ; and in caſe of ſuſpicion to be tryed by diſcharging the colour of ſome part 
of any parcel, whereby to judge of rhe whole. 

Whileſt chis Office was exerciſed it wrought a good Reformation, till the ge- 
neral ditra&ions of the Nation ſer all looſe, and gave new encouragement tc ! 
the return of old abuſes. 

It is therefore propoſed that an Act be paſled to enable His Majelty to ere. 
the like Office again, with a competent fee for the maintenance thereof,with ſuch 
Regulacions and Otders, as either thz Parliamenc, or ſuch as they ſhall autho- 
rize, ſhall be pleaſed ro continute.

Importation of Fanns from the Eaſt-Indies. 


HE Manufactures of Fanns and Fann-ſticks, tho' 1t may ſeem 
i {Iight to ſorne, 1s certainly at this time of very great Conſe- 
quence to a conſiderable breach of the Trade of England; for 
that it imploys multitudes of Men, Women and Children in making 
the Sticks, Papers, Leathers, in ordering the Silk ( which Paper, 
Leather and Silk, is Manufacturd in this Nation ) likewiſe great 
numbers imploy'd in Painting,Varniſhing and Japanning, and preparing 
abuncance of Materials for Fanns, by which there 1s a great Conſump- 
ton alſo of Foreign Commodities, viz. of Whale-bone, Tortoilc-thell, 
Ivory, Box, Ebony, which Wood 1s imported from 7urkyand Rufjia, 
and 1s bought in Exchange for Engliſh Cloath ; hkewile ſeyeral ocher 
forts of Wood from the Weſt-Indies, to the great advantage as w<ll 
of His Majcſties Cuſtoms, as of the Woollen Manutacture ; ; by 
which 1t 1s obvious that the King's Cuſtoms and the- Woollen Ma- 
nufactures are very much advanced, and that great Numbers of 
Poor People may be continually imployed 1n Work, who other- 
wiſe muſt inevitably periſh; or, as ſome already arc, becomc 
a burden to their Pariſhes, unleſs there be a {top put to the Im- 
portation of Indian Fanns, and Fann-ſticks, of which vait quantities 
arc daily brought ovcr; and it can be proved, That Five Hundred 
and Fifty Thouſand have lately been Imported, which Hundicus of 
Poor Artificers are too ſenſible of, by the gcneral decay of their 
Trade; and are in great fear that they and their Families thall 
be reduced to the utmoſt Want and Miſery, unlcls the Honourable 
Houſe of Commons relicve their preſſing Necctlitics by protubicng 
the Importation of Indian Fanns and lann-ſtichs.

Hara Furs, ard were and are under the Protection and Sandtion of 
7, many Charters from the Kings of E:zland, and ſeveral Acts of 
SE RL Parliament in their favour, as being Perfors of Underſtanding 1n 
240 AASSe the Management of that Afair both at home and abroad. 


By their Management and Negotiation abroad and at home, and by their Money, the 
{aid Commodity hath not only been kept in repute and preſerved from Alteration, but 
part ofthe Produce of this Nation manufaRured into Wooll, which is their Trade, and 
alſo into Hats, which 1s another part of the Manufacturing of the ſame Commodity 


(but diſtinct from the other) which belongs to the Felt. Makers, and no other Party 
properly.

To manage this Afﬀair which concerns all the Coney-Warrens of the Nobility and 
Gentry of this Kingdom, by reaſon that not two Thirds of the Coney-Skins and Coney- 
Wooll in any Year are uſed by the Felt- Makers in their greateſt Trade when the Hats are 
of the largeſt fize ; (o that if there ſhould an Act paſs to prohibit the Exportation of 
Coney-Wooll and Coney-Skins, the Warrens of all Ergland would ineviiably fall in 
th-ir now value almoſt half, beſide the taking away the daily Livelyhooud of many 
Thouſands of poor Men, Women, and Children, which mult, by want of Imployment, 


come to be kept by the ſeveral Pariſhes in which they live, and very much leflen the 
King's Cultoms. 


The Corporation of Skinmers uſing a very great Care and Diligence in the preparing 
of Coney-Wooll and Hires Wool] for the foreign Markets, have kept the Enghſh Mar- 
ket to the greateſt Value in Exrope, by which they have bought and brought over from 
Ireland almoſt all the Coney.Skins of the Growth of that Country, which otherwiſe 
would have been exported to France and Other Parts, and almolt all the Coney Skins 
and Hares-Skins from Scotland, all which pay a full Cuſtom to the King, inwards, ac- 
cording to Value, not bcing in the Book of Rates; and not very many Years ago the 
Hare-Skins were of no Advantage to the Nation and Government, until the Skinners, by 
their Labour and Induſtry, improved the cutting off the Wooll from the Skins which is 
exported, and by this Manufacture pay the King a double Duty, and the Cuſtom of 
Coney-Wool is almoſt double to what the Skinsnow do or ever didpay 3 fo that an AC 
to prohibit the Exportation of Coney-Skins and Hares-Skins, Coney-Wool! and Hares- 
Wooll will manifeſtly Jefſen the King's Cuſtoms, and abate the yearly Value of the Co-

And further to evidence the Care and Indultry of the Company of Skimners to encon- 
rage the Making of Hats by the Felt-Makers, it hath been the conſtant practice of the 
ſaid Skinners carctully to fort all the Coney-Skins, and take out the worſt of them, 
which always was by them fold to export, and that conſtantly, 20s. a Thouſand leſs 
than they coſt, ſometimes 25s. ſometimes 30 5. a 1 houſand 3 ſo that all the belt was kept 
here tobe cut forthe Ule of the Felt. Makers, by which means they had the very belt of 
Wools: But the Warrens of Eygland productig inore than the Felt- Makers Trade was 
capable of uſing, the Skinrers were under a neceſlity to find out ways !o export both 
Skins and Wool! to carry off every Years Growth; and, with Submiſhion, it is an Error, 
through want of Judgment, that the Felt- Makers are of opinion, that a Prohibition of

HAT the Duty on Coals, will not only be a 
Diſcouragement to Navigation, but it will prove 
an abſolute Ruine to the Poor in general; eſpe- 


cially poor Seamens Wives, (and Children) whoſe Hul- 


bands are venturing their Lives in His Majeſties Service, 
and are forced to Buy Coals by the Peck, and pay 6 -. per 
Peck at preſent, and 'tis feared, the Conſequence of the 
ſaid Duty may advance the Price thereof. | 

That the intended Duty will not effect the Gentry nor 
Inland Counties, but only lye hard upon the very poor 
and meaner ſorts of Trades, as Dyers, Cooks, Brick-m.. .ers, 
Line-burners, Stillers, Smiths, Brewers, Glaſs-make- «y%-c. 
who uſe ſuch conſiderable quantities of Coal. intheirT rades, 
that the ſaid Duty muſt unavoidably put a ſtop thereto, 
and make them uncapable to pay the ſeveral Duties to the 
Crown already charged upon them, and ſend Trade to 
Holland and other Places. 

That there is no probahility of having Coals Cheape, by 
Conveys for Shipping ; for if Conveys ſufficient ſhould be 
provided, the ſame would bea greater Expence to the Crown, 
then the intended Duty on Coals would bring thereto ; be- 
ſides the diſappointment and damge His Majeſty would meet 
with for want of the Seamen proteced for chat purpoſe. 

That the Duty on Coals is alſo a further Duty on Claſs- 
Wares, then the intended Duty thereon, which intended 
Duty thereon, is a far greater hardſhip, than ever yet was 


| known to be laid on any Art; which ought rather tobe en- 


couraged than difincouraged, to which end a Bill is, depend- 
ing in this Honourable Houſe, to Prohibite the Importation 
of Earthen-ware, to encourage the Art of making the ſame 
here: Therefore 'tis humbly hoped, ſhortneſs of time, will 
not prevent meansto keep 6 improved aManufaGuure in this 
i Trade at home,and the Poor of this Nation from Pe-

For taking off the DUTY upon the 115 


Glaſs and Earthen Manufactures, 


F ManufaCturing any Commodities in this Kingdom, which were former- 
ly brought from Foreign Parts , ought to be Encouraged. | 
If ſuch Manufactures that are produced chiefly by the Labour of the 
Poor (who are always Exempted in our Taxations) ought to be che- 
riſhed. 

If our Woollen Manufacture, tho' ſupported with our Engliſh Wool (which 
no Nation can equal) has notwithſtanding all the Afliſtance and Encourage- 
ment that can be given : and if ManufoCrures that are as eaſily made in Fo- 
reign Parts as in this Nation, ought by parity of Reaſon to be more Encou- 
raged, 

Tf the Luſtring Manufacture be deſervedly kept among us by all poſſible 
ways and means to Support and Encourage it, rather than torced home again 
ro France, by Burthening it with Duties. 

And if it be th? Wiſdom and Practice of all Nations to Aſſiſt and En- 
courage the Manufactures of uſetul Commodities among them. 

Then there is all the reaſon in the World to ſet the Glals and Earthen Ma- 
nutactures free from the preſent Duty that is upon it, which has already almoſt 
and will (if not quickly taken off) quite deſtroy it. 

And then the Hollanders, Venetians, &c. may have cauſe to Rejoice at 
the return of their Trade, but we ſhall certainly have reaſon to repent the Loſs 
of fo uſeful a Manufacture. 

If ſeveral work Houſes were forced to give over ſoon after the Duty was 
laid , not being able to bear the Burthen of it: If others have been ſince 
Ruined by it, if thoſe that remain are not without great Dithculties Sup- 
ported, and that they do not Manufacture near the Quantities as formerly ; 
it many of our Manufacturers, are gone out of the Nation, it fetting up 
work Houſes in Scotland and Ireland fince this Duty ; and if many ot the 
Poor that were Employ'd in theſe Manufactures are forced to the Pariſh for 
Maintenance, which are all matters of Fact, be Arguments ſufficient to Con- 
vince us, that if this Duty be not quickly taken off, theſe Manufactures 
will be Extinguiſhed ; it then behooves us, no longer to hearken to the plau- 
ſible, but fallacious Pretences of thoſe that gain by the Collection of the 
Duty, who therefore argue fc r the Continuance of it ; but that we immediate- 
ly apply the moſt proper means for Reviving and Supporting it. 

'T'is very ſtrange, That all our other Manufactures (properly ſo call'd ) 
ſhould be under a Noli me tangere ; and this of Glais and Earthen Ware (which 
as much merits our Regard as any other) ſhould be ſingled out to be cruſhed 
to Ruine. 

The Duty ariling from it 1s fo inconſiderable, that it can be no Argn- 
ment for its Continuance 3 and ſhould it produce as great a Sum as the miſta- 
ken Propoſers pretended, yet the Premiſes conſidered, 'twould be the Intereſt 
of the Nation, to take it oft, and raiſe an Equivolent any other way z which 
may be done, by laying a Duty upon Commodities of more neceſſary and gene- 
ral Uſe among us, and that will not be attended with ſuch 111 Conſequences, as 
this upon Glaſs and Earthen Wares,

IHE Glafs-makers who petition againſt the Duty, Alledge, 


TL. That by reaſon of the Duty, the ManufaRures are ſtopp'd, and the Makers, 
which are Numerous, reduc'd to Poverty. 

"tis plain that's but a Pretended Cauſe ; and 'tis eaſy to prove, That the Real Cauſe of 
what Stop has been made, 1s the Solicication of ſome particular Men , who wrote Letters 
to delire the Glaſs-makers to put out their Fires, and to raiſe Contributions to carry on their 
Peticion ; for at the ſame time that they affirm want of Demand for Goods occafion'd them 
co put out their Fires, the wart of Goods is ſo great among them, that the Prices of all 
Glaſs are conliderably riſen; ud ſeveral Houſes had prepar'd to work , and mult begin 
quickly, whether tiie Dutv be taken off or no ; one of which is a Rebuilt Houſe, that haz 
rot wrought for ſ:veral Year: be:ore. 

The Demand for Bottles i:1deed at Glouceſter and Sturbridge may have been lefs than uſual : 
But the want of Cyder , not the Duty, has been the Occation of that, together with the 
vaſt Quantity they made before the Act took place: For 'tis known they have had nc Cvder 
for Two Years paſt, on whic!: the Bottle-Trade in thoſe Parts depends; and his is plain, 
becauſe.che Flint and Broad Glaſs-houſes there, have wrought all along as uſual, till by Ler- 
ters from London they were delir'd to ſtop, tomake a Pretence for Petitioning. | 

So that the Glaſs-makers themſelves being chiefly the Occaſion of the Scop on the Trade; 
are an{werable for all the Poverty of the Workmen; and yet thoſe Workmen are far from 
being ſo Numerous as they pretend, there being not Eight hundred People employ'd in oc 
abour all the Glaſs-Works in England. 

II. They ailedge, That the Duties have lefſen'd the Conſumption, 

This they very happily contradict themſelves ; for they alſo affirm, That Cheapneſs only 
cauſes Conſumption. Now tis plain they have fold all forts of Glaſs, except Bottles, cheap- 
er ſince the A, than they did betore, till the putting out of their Fires, or elſe the Glafs- 
makis are foiſworn ; for theirown Afidavits can be produced to goons it. If then Glaſs- 
Wares have ben cheaper ſince the Duty than before, and Cheapneſs cauſes Conſumption, as 
they allow,-How is it poſſible the Duty can have leffen'd the Conſumption ? And yet this Cheap- 
neſs has not been occaſion'd by the Duty neither, but by the Glaſs-makers themſelves, to 
deſtroy others who were ſ-uting up againſt them, as Mr. fack/ou himſelf has acknowledg'd. 

IT. They pretend, That Glaſk-Wares are more for Fancy than Necellity ; and the Breakage 
and Haza:d ſuch as wiil not bear a Duty. 

This is againil 1"em too. 

For if they are for Fancy more than Neceflity, they may the better bear a Tax ; for 
then no Poor Man who can diſpenſe with his Fancy , need part with his Money; and 
yet we find © .laſs-Wares are fo neceſſary, that hardly any people are without them ; and 
by the calling in the P.ate, may come to be fo much us'd, as to make the Duty very con- 
fiderable. 

As to Loſſes and Breakage, they do as all other Dealers in Periſhable Commodities do in 
like Calc. contider it in the Prices they fell at. | 

IV. Tix Alledg:, They have great Quantities of Bottles by them, which they cannot 
diſpoſe & + «nd © apt. («trerrdge pretends to have loſt 10001. for his own Share of a Bottle- 
Houſe, by reaſon ©: this Duty. | | 

It weie to be w::h d theſe Gentlemen might affirm theſe things upon Oath, and then 
*twou'd be hop'c the difference between Allegations and Atfidavits would appear. 

For as to the Quantity of Bottles on hand which they cannot diſpoſe of ; 

*Tis publickly known no Bottles are now to be had, or at leaſt no quantity; and *tis 
prov'd by this, That whereas in June laſt they were to be fold at 3 s. per Doz. Quarts, 
and 2 5. 6, Pincs,now they ſell at 3 5. 64. per Doz. Quarts, and 3 s: per Doz.Pints, and hardly any 
to be had ſo. | | 

But how Captain Gurteridge can make out his pretence, is a further Myſtery. 

For he is but One Fourth part concern'd in the ſaid Glaſs-Houſe , and all the Duty ever 
paid by them tothe King, came but to 419 /. 65..6/. for his Sharez and how he could Lote . 
a 1000 /. out of it, is a Riddle wants explaining ; for 'tis known alſo, "That che Bortles they 
made, Sold for ſo much more than uſual, as the Duty came to; and yer if all che Bottles 
made at that Houſe ſince the Duty had been thrown away, they could not have loſt much _ 
above a 1000/4, a Man, which he atfirms they have loſt by the Duty. And this very Gen- 


rleman 


tleman has declared ſince this very Seffion of Parliament, That the Duty did them no Harm z 
and laſt Seffion of Parliament did prepare and Sign a Petition apainſt the Taking off the 
ſaid Duty ; the Original whereof is ready ro be produced. 

V. They make preat pretenſions of the Art being Loſt and Engroſs'd by Foreigners; and 
Mr. Fack;on ſays there uſes to be Tranſported to Ireland 50001. a Year in Glaſs-Wares. 

This any Man that underſtands the Trade of Glaſs knows to be ridiculous. 
For as to the ſetting up the Manufacture abroad, it has ofcen been tried, ro the Lois of {c- 
veral Thouſand Pounds, before the Duty was laid ; and the Diſtance and Dearneſs of Ma- 
terials make it impracticable ; and the Duty cannot alter it one way or other, becauſe 'tis 
wholly allow'd them back upon Exportation : And ſome of the Glaſs-Makers have been 
abroad to try what Encouragement the Durch would give them, but have found it to n9 

purpoſe, and are accordingly come back again. 

And as to Mr. Fack/or's ſaying there has been 4 or 5o0oc /. Yearly Exported to 7riand; it 
were to be wilh'd Mr. Fack/on was order'd to prove that ever One Tifth of that Quantity 
was ſent to Ircland in one Year; and it might bemade appear,that more has been tent thither, 
as well as to other Parts, ſince the Duty, than ever has been in any one Year in 7 Years before. 

Thus the Glaſs- Makers to make good their Petition are forced to fly to Fictions and Falſt- 
ties; which becauſe the Perſons Employed to Manage it for his Majeſty think it their 
Duty to Detect, they Publiſh Pamphlets upon them fill d with falſe and ſcuriilous Reflei- 
e115 3 denying what is offered to be proved upon them, and falſly affirming plain Contra- 
dicrions, which they know they cannot make out, preſummg upon their berg Ex.21;ntd oniy 
upon Parole 5 reproaching the Commititoners with Arguing Þ the Duty only to preſerve 
their Salaries, though the Commiſſioners only Anſwer'd ſuch Queſtions as the Chauman of 
the Committee put to them, nor everappear'dtill they were ſent for. 

And now they are arriv'd to that degree, puſh'd on by the Injolence of Solicitors, as to 
Print the very Account, and Papers delivered in to the Committee of the Houſe of Com- 
mons, as is preſum'd without Leave for ſo doing, and to annex their molt ridiculous Calcu- 
lations of what will be, and what may be ; which will appear to be Erroncous to any that 
pleaſe toexamine them : As for inſtance, their Calculations of Debentures and Deductions 
from the Duty, which now they have Printed, are Falſe in every Article, they having car 
ried the Account of Debentures on above Two Months farther than the Commitlioners 
Account of the Duty extends, on purpoſe to make the Sums ſeem the Larger, and then given 
a prepoſterous Calculation of what will be, and what may be, if ſuch or ſuch things hap- 
pen, which are never likely to come to paſs. Now *tis moſt certainly true, if they keep 
from Working, there will never any more Duty be Colle&ed ; but 'tis as true, if the Duty 
continue, and they can be kept from Cheating the King, and Swearing down the Value 
lower than they Sell,the Duty will certainly raiſe 2 5000 /. per Ann. onGlaſs,and above 30000 /. 
per Ann. on Pipes and Earthen Wares; and the Commiſſioners not only brought Perſons 
ready to Farm them at 5oooo /. per Ann. as Directed by the Committee, but gave good 
Reaſons for their Opinion; ſome of which Reaſons are as follow : 

1.Becauſe in one particular Quarter,from May 17 to Auguft 17,when they did not expe the 
Duty ſhould be takenoff, the Glaſs and Pipes and Earthen Ware did actually bring in x 1000 /. 

2. Becauſe the Makers all over England ſtock'd themſelves and the Retailers alſo with all 
ſorts of the ſaid Wares before the Acts took place, and fome of them enough to ſuppiy 
them for a Twelvemonth, 

3. Becauſe in the We Parts of England, as Sturbridge and Gluucſter, they have had no 
Cyder for Two Years paſt, which has occaſion'd leſs Demand for Bottles. 

4. The Makers have contriv'd to put a ſtop to their Works to leſſen the Duties. 

5. That the Duty on the Earthen Ware being Collected by the faine Officers as the other 
Duties, coſt the King not a Penny to Collect it, and will pay the Charge of the reſt. 

6. The ſame Obſtructions that have hindred and lefien'd other Branches of His Majeſty's 
Revenue, have had the like Influence upon this. 

=. Their abating the Prices, in order to deſtroy one another, which has conſiderably aba- 
ted the Duty on Glaſs. 

2, No Duty at firſt ever rais'd what after ſome time they are brought to; and the Makers 
of theſe Wares have more ways than all people know of, to Evade a Duty, which in time 
may be prevented, but at firſt cannot not ſo well be known. 

There are alſo no Reaſons offered againſt theſe Duties but what ſtand good againſt all the 
ſeveral Dutics of Exciſe on Beer, Alc, and other Liquors, the Perſons employ'd by them 
being infinitely more Numerous than thoſe concern'd in theſe Manufactures. 0p 

The Glaſs-Makers having never been able to Anſwer theſe Reaſons, have ſuppli'd it with 
Railing at the Commiſſioners, with Threatnings to Expoſe them and De-//ur them » Which 
ths Commillioners do not think worth while to Reply to. |

Wood, and Red and White Lead, all the Produce of our own Country, (and Imploys ſome Thouſands 
in Collecting and gati:ering the ſame together) moſt of which are of a very ſmall value to this Nation, 
until] ManutaQured 1nto Glats ; atter which many Hundreds of poor Families keep themſelves from the Pa- 
riſh, by picking up broken Glais of all ſorts to ſell to the Maker. 

2dly, In making Glals 1s Expended great quantities of Borillo, Pulwercen, Salt-Petre, Pot-aſhes ſmall, &c. 
which are Imported, and pay conitJerable Cuſtom. 

Then Obſerwe, It making Glaſg, Manufacturego many Commodities of our own, and fo many from Foreign Parts, 
Glaſs-making muſt be a very uſeful thing to this Nation, and therefore ought to be Encouraged, and not Dif- 
couraged, by opprefling 1 with a heavy Duty, juſt as tne Art of making thereof, by length of cime, great 
pains, and expence 1s brought to ſuch Perfeiongs to out-do all the World, which 1s manifeſt, inaſmuch as we 
fend Glais to thoſe Parts, from whence we had the moſt and beſt we uſed. 

And that we are arrived to ſuch Perfetion, and are the Artiſts of the World, Foreign Parts are very ſenſi-

Then if this ManutaQuie be Cefroyed, conſequently the ManufeGuring our ſaid ſeveral Commodities will b: 
diſcouraged (nay loſt ) his Majeit y's Cuſtoms leflened for want of MinufaQturinyyph- fard Materials Imported, and 
the ſaid Poor looſe the Livelyho94 they receiv'd from both; bur with {Tumble Submiilion if we ſuffer theſe things, 
we miſtake the wajn, Point and Intereſt of the Nation, 

Fo nnd-nie': che Happineſs of this, or any other Nation, conſiſt chiefly in Manufacturing its own Com- 
T.ylities, to expend at home. and vend abroad ; as alſo to have Commodities from abroad ro ManufaQuure ar 
j10Me ; for by this means we gain ihe Ballance of Trade. 

For Example : We do by Importing 1000 [.- worth of Foreign Commodities make as much (and better) 
Glaſs, as formerly coſt the. Nation 10000 /. from Venice, &-c. ſo that by ManufaQuring 1000 1. worth of 
Foreign Commodities, we gain gooo [. beſides the Imploying many Thouſands of poor, and the Subject ſerved 
Zheaper than before. 

And that no Fund may be Cheated, or this Honourable Houſe put to the trouble of making good ſuch Fund, 
' an{wer that whole ſale ProjeQor,that on Wedneſday laſt in print, propoſed the Glaſs as a Fund tor 40000 /. 
yer An. there never waz 42000 /. worth of all forts of Glaſs ſpent in England in any one year. 

But I cannot tell but this ProjeRor may take his Meaſures from ſome intereſted perſon in ColleQing the ſaid 
Duties, who daily attend at the door, (in particular oneMr.Allen) and whiſper it about , though the Crown has 
ceceived but lictle Duty as yet from Glaſs, yer more will be received in following Quarters; which 1s very 1m- 
probable,when there is above 40020 Dozen of Glaſs Bottles made betore-hand in the Makers hands , befides 


what the Glaſs-ſellers or Porters have by them. And they aifo whilper and iniinuate,the Ducy cannot Ruine the 


Manufacture, for while Glaſs is now ſold Cheaper than before the Duty ,and theretore the Maker gets by it,or he 
would not ſell it fo. 

Which is a pretty wheadle (to contrive their own Intereſt Jand make Neccfſity an Argument to continue Op- 
preſſion upon others ; when the Maker by endeavouring to raiſe his Glaſs to ſuch a price, as he might pay the 
Kings Duty, hath occaſioned the ſame to be left on his hands,till meer neceſſity obliged him to fell at any rate,as 
he doth to his loſs 20 per Cent. this is whiſpered for gain;the end of which will be the Ruine of the Glaſs Manu- 
facture.

Firſt, | HAT it evidently appears to the Eye of all Mankind, What a poor ManufaQture it is, 
of which, many worthy Members of this Honourable Houſe (if not all) cannot but 


be ſenſible.

Truſt from their Clay-Merchants; - And are obliged to pay for one Quantity of Clay, when they fetch ano- 
ther ; (which when done, ſcarce leaves them Money cnough to ſupport their Families,) which renders them 
very uncapable of paying any Duty, but muſt have their Goods (if any) for the ſame.

cenced Coarkmen. 

The Commiſſioners, the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, endeavoured ts have an At paſs in the Houſe of Commons to 
create them ſuch a power as they had already exerciſed beyond their Authority, but tor juſt reaſons then offered 
they were fruſtrated. : : 

The Commillioners, this preſent Seſſion of Parliament, have obrained a Bill to paſs inthe Houſe of Lords co 
their deſired purpoſe , whereby they have power from time to time i grant ſuch, and ſo many Licences (not 
exceeding 400. at one time ) and for ſolong time as they Niall wink fir, To ſummon , ' and upon Oath 
to Convict Offenders, and to puniſh them by Fines, as they ſhall think fit, not exceeding 40 5.

SA HAT in 1693. an Act of Parliament was made 
| to Licenſe 700 Hackney Coaches, and Five Com- 
miſſioners appointed to put the Actin Execution ; 
bur Three of chem (for the Lucre of Bribes) did 
Licenſe Tradeſmen and others not bred to the 
Employ, and refuſed to Licenſe the Hackney Coach- 
men; which was provd upon them before a Com- 
mittee of Parliament in 1694, for which they loſt their Commiſſions, 
and the Hackney Coachmen have been forced to hire Licenſes of thoſe 
People ever ſince, ro their great Loſs and Damage, amounting to 
above 100000 |. in theſe Sixteen Years that are Expired ; making 
the major part of the Hackzey Coxchmen to pay 18000 |, per annum, 
ſometimes more ſometimes leſs, which has broke and ruin'd ſeveral 
hundred Coachmen and their Families, as well as is a great Loſs to the 
Crown, there being bur 28001. per annum paid into the Exchequer.

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PROPOSALS Humbly Offered for the 
Relief of the Hackney - Coachmen. 


HEREAS, in the Ad for Regulating Hackney and Stape- 
Coaches, the Stage-Coaches were to Pay Eight Founds a Year, 


by Quarterly Payments; and thoſe Licenſes expiring with the 
Year, they may, as it ſeems, Drive where they pleaſe, without a Licenſe, 
out of the Bills of Mortality.

That there being about Four Hundred of theſe Stage-Licenſes, It is 
Propoſed, That they may be Licenſed for One and Twenty Years, Paying 
Eight Pounds every Year, to be imployed towards rhe Diſcharge of the 
Tranſport-Ships, or otherwiſe, as your Wiſdoms ſhall ſeem meet ; and 
that ſome A may be paſſed to that Purpoſe, or ſome Clauſe added to 
ſome other Act for that End, that none may Drive, either in the Town, 
or Countrey, without their Figare. 


And, Whereas ſeveral Rich Men, who have got Licenſes for Keeping 
Hackney-Coaches, endeavour the having Liberty to Drive in the Coun- 
trey without Figures : Above 600 of the Licenſed Hackney-Coachmen 
here in Town, who have paid their Fines, and have large Families, do 
humbly deſire, that no Hackney-Coachmen may have Liberty to Travel 
without their Figure; and for that purpoſe they make the Propoſal above- 
written: For-if ſuch Liberty to Travel without Figure be allow'd, there 
will always be 700 Coaches in Town, which will be very pernicious to 
the Poorer Sort, by reaſon of their being over-Numbred; and che Rich 
Men, who can keep Ten or Twelve Horſes, will have much the Advan- 
tage of all thereſt ; and the Poor Men and Widows, who cannot keep 
above Two or Three Horſes (can only work in Town) will be utterly 
undone: Whereas, if their Figures are imployed for Countrey Journies 
in the Summer, there will be more Work for the Poorer Sort, who can 
only ſerve in the Town, whici are above 600. 


It is therefore humbly hoped, That either all Drivers in the Countrey 
may be Licenſed as Stage-Coaches, and none may Drive there without 
Licenſe ; or elle, that no Licenſed Hackney-Man may Travel into the 
Countrey without their Figure, 
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The Right of the City of London, 
And their Proceedings touching the Regulation of Hackny-Coaches, ſtanding in 
the ſaid City and Libertics thereof. 


/ HE Ciry of LONDON, by Ancient Ulage, ratified and confirmed by Charters and Acts of Parlia- 
ment, have made By-Laws for the good Government of, and the preventing Diſorders in the ſame 
City and Libertics rhcreof. | 

In- purſuance whereof the Lord Mayor and Aldermen, and Commonalty in Common Council Aſſem- 
bled, many years fince did (in reſpc&t of the Inconveniences and Annoyances, occaſioned by a 
multitude of Carrs) by Ac of Common-Council reduce and limit their Number to 420, and Ap- 
pointed them places where ro ſtand, and how many in each place, with Penalties to be inflicted on the 
Offenders ; which upon Trials in Weſtminſter Hall have been Adjudged good in Law. 

In like manner, for the prevention of Diſorders and Nuſances within the faid City and Liberties, 
> ariling from an excelſive Number of Hackny- Coaches ſtopping up the Paſſages and Streets, the Lord 
Mayor and Aldermen, and Commonaliy in Common Council Aſſembled, (after rhe Ac of 14 Car. 2. touching Hackny-Coaches was 
Expired) did by Advice of Abic and Learned Counſel in the Law, reſtrain the Number of Hackny Coaches to 400, as rhe aforeſaid 
Act of Parliament had done. 

By which ſaid By-Law (amongſt other Proviſions therein) the Rates for Carriage, to avoid Exactions, were ſctled, the Places 
where to ſtand, and th? Numbers that at cach Place ſhould ply . and at what Diſtances, were Appointed, to prevent the peſtering 
and annoying the Streets,and that they ſhould give way to any Gentlemans Coach where need ſhould require: And each Coach- 
man to have a Mark of Diſtin&tion on his Coach whereby to-be known, in caſc of Misbehaviour ; and that no Perſon keep 
more than Two Coaches, as by the ſaid Stat. 14 Car.2. was provided. 

The ſaid By-Law was put in Execution, till the Judgment given againſt the City in the Quo Warranto ; but then it was holden, 
that the Execution thereof was by the ſaid Judgment tuſpended,and fo continued till the Reverſal of the ſaid Judgment, and the 
rcſtauration of the Ancient Rights and Priviledges to this City, by the late Act of Parliament. 

Since then, many Diſorders of the Hackny-Coachmen having been Preſented by the Inqueſts of ſeveral Wards of the ſame Ciry ; 
alſo many Complaints of the Citizens and Inhabitants in General, made to the Court of Lord Mayor and 4ldermen, the ſame was 
referred to a Committee of Aidermen; and upon their Report the Court of Lord Mayor and 4/dermen did on the gth Day of June, 
i6y1, Order, that the {aid By-Law ſhould be pur in Execution, which was accordingly done; and the City was thereby, ſor thar 
\'car, much Eaſed from the many Diſorders and Nuſances occaſioned by the great Number of Hackny Coaches. 

The ke Order was made in the Year 1692,and then only 160 Coachmen, or thereabouts, ſubmirted co it ; the Reiiduz, who 
were by the ſaid By Law reftraincd to Drive cach of them only One; or at the moſt Two Coaches, are the Perſons who now 
pretend themſelves Aggrieved, becaule they would not be confined ro any Number or Regulation, bur have combined to avoid and 
clude the ſaid By Law, and at this time Drive Three, Four, Five,and ſome of them more Coaches apiece, by which means the Number 
of Flackay-Coaches are increaſed to about a Thouſand. | 

Vhcreby not cnly all cc tormer Nafances and Diſorders are returned upon the City : But the Poorer ſort of Coachmen, and 
the Poor Widows of others are ruined and undone, who (as long as the Rules and Orders of the {ame By-Law were obſerved) could 
and did maintain themſelves and Famnilics. 

For prevention whercof, the Commitzce of Aldermen did cauſe ſeveral of the Chief Offenders to be Summon: d before them, who 
cbilinatcly perſiſting in their Offences, ſome of thicm were Sucd purſuant to the aforctaid By-Law (the Penalties whereof being 
15. and others 40 s.) and ſome of the {aid Suits were removed by Certzorart into the Court of Xizgs Bench, where they are now 
depending z and the Proceedings apainlt the reſidue are ſtopr by Order of the Court of Lord Mayor and 4/dermeu, to attend the 
ſudgmentr that ſhall there be given, 

Alſo ſeveral Fackay-Conrchmen have been Indicted for the Standing of their Coaches, as Common Nulances ; and for Aſlaulting 
and Beating ſeveral Conſtables and Inhabirants of this Ciry, for endeavouring to remove them from before their Shops, that their 
Cuſtomers, who were coming, might ceme to them; and thereupon have pleaded Guilty, or by the Jury have been found fo : 
And the Fines impoſed on them feverally did not exceed 3s. and 4d. or-5 s. at the moſt for any one Nulance; and 'tis humbly 
conceived , thcir paying the Tax laid on them by. Act of Parliament (as others alſo do) doth not give them Liberty to live in the 
Tranſgreſſion of all, or any other Law, or to contemn the Goverament of the ſaid Ciry. 

The Mony that was paid for each Hackny-Coachman's Licenſe, was 16 s. 4d. and no more, and which was voluntarily paid, 
being the Common Fees for the ſame, and was paid to and for the ſeveral Officers thar are concerned in the Writing, Scaling, 
Paſſing and Recording the ſaid Licenſes. |

But for th«le matters there may be ſom? reaſon to excuſe him : tor though the Afſertions are 
contrary, the End is the tame, viz. the undoing the Stage-Coachmen 3 the one; by rendring them 
incontiderabic, to draw m the greater number to joyn againit thim 3 the other, by repreſenting, 
them to be rich, to anticipate his Majcitics compallion to them. 


Thus much for the paſſages (amongſt others) wherein he contradicts himſelf, 111 try now to 
tinde (omcthing out of thum wherein he inclines to agree with me 3 and that i5 in his Anlwer to 
the Stage-Coachmens aid Reaſons , where, notwithtianding his Propoſal tor tappretlion of all 
Stage- Coaches, he 15 ſo good-natur'd as to condelcend to the keeping up forme to {erve the long 
Stages, lo they go but with tour horſes in a Coach.

But I tinde by ſome Claulcs in F. C's late Writings, that he is willing enough to be recon- 
ciled to theſe long Stages, and would not diſpute with them for a Horie or two , fo that 
thcy would but ofter up their Brethren of all the other Stages to his mercy ; which 1 do believe they 
w1li not calily be perſ{waded to. 


As for the Reaſons objected by F.C. againſt Stage-Coaches (or milcliicts rather as he cal's them)

Which charpe,25 I conceive is very wrongfully 
Applied ; for it it be but contidercd on the one hand, how wondertully Inces baye increaſed within 
tnefe tew years, by the multitude of Tapliers; Chamberlains, Holilers, and {cvcral of other em- 
ployments that have taken up that Calling 3 and on the other hand, how the number of the pco- 
ple are decreas'd by the Wars, the Plague,Perſons removing to forraign Plantations,and other acci- 
dents 3 and withal hz9w wach the Trade of the Nation is decayed, and the pcople together with it 
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make uſe of that conveniency to ſave and keep them in heart,the better to arty them about their 
Atfiirs in tholc parts where Stage-Coaches arc not. Belides, it the number of Horles that are 
bred conſtantly by the Farmers and Country-men tor the uſe of thefe Coaches be confidered,it would 
appar, that there arc more of them of bulk and lirength ft tor the Kingdoms ſervice, than what 
could þe expcctcd trom a dreed intended tor the Roads, ſn a word, Thoſe that have Efiates to 
kecp Horſes, ſcaree keep one lefs by nieans of thole Coaches 3 and thoſe that have not Eltates, 
world think it hard to be forc'd upon it, by taking away the Coachcs,to keep them.
